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Editorially  Speaking 

EDITORS  are  wont  to  complain  that  their  lot  is  not  a  happy 
one,  a  notion  to  which  we  are  not  prepared  to  subscribe. 
For,  while  our  editorial  enthusiasm  has  occasionally 
been  put  to  a  severe  test,  we  have  had  such  whole-hearted 
co-operation  from  the  many  as  to  make  us  forget  the  de¬ 
fection  of  the  few.  Perhaps  the  most  trying  part  of  our 
duties  was  the  stern  and  uncompromising  attitude  we  were 
occasionally  forced  to  adopt  toward  recalcitrant,  albeit  much- 
harassed  and  temporarily  uninspired,  contributors.  We  must 
now  break  down  and  admit  that  their  plea  to  be  let  off, 
just  this  once,  really  wrung  our  editorial  withers,  and  that 
it  was  much  against  our  grain  that  we  hardened  our  heart 
(and  doubtless  our  arteries)  and  bade  them  go  forth  and 
make  bricks,  with  or  without  straw. 

To  those  who,  comparing  the  “Vol.  XIV”  on  the  cover 
of  the  1931  edition  with  the  “Vol.  XVII”  on  the  present  one, 
are  puzzled  as  to  why  we  have  seemingly  projected  The 
News  two  years  into  the  future,  we  can  only  offer  what 
seems  to  us  a  very  reasonable  explanation,  namely,  that  at 
some  time  during  the  past  seventeen  years  someone  was  as 
much  baffled  by  the  Roman  system  of  numerals  as  we  our¬ 
self  have  always  been,  and  that  the  letters  comprising  the 
volume  number  were  printed  in  the  wrong  order.  The  error 
having  been  drawn  to  our  attention,  (it  isn’t  the  sort  of  thing 
we’d  ever  have  discovered  for  ourself)  we  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  correcting  it.  We  arrived  at  the  present  XV  and 
two  I’s  only  after  consulting  the  best  authorities,  and  are 
now  prepared  to  defend  it  against  all  comers. 

To  the  many  who  have  laboured  so  unceasingly  to  make 
this  volume  a  fait  accompli  we  render  humble  and  hearty 
thanks,  and  bespeak  for  our  successor  the  same  interest  and 
support  that  have  lightened  our  task.

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The  President’s  Message 

THE  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association  has  been 
celebrating  this  year  its  coming  of  age.  Can  you  realize 
that  this  organization,  which  has  meant  so  much  to  us 

as  individuals,  and  which  has  given  us  the  opportunity  of 

% 

doing  something  for  the  younger  women  of  the  University, 
has  been  functioning  in  its  present  form  for  twenty-one 
years?  Its  history  really  goes  back  to  1900,  when  the  women 
graduates,  then  a  very  small  body,  banded  themselves  to¬ 
gether  with  Mrs.  Adam  Shortt  as  President  and  Mrs.  T.  A. 
Newlands  Secretary.  Their  aims  were:  “to  keep  in  touch 
with  one  another;  to  be  propagandists  of  higher  education  of 
women ;  and  to  promote  opportunities  for  employment  of 
women.”  They  were  pioneers  in  their  day,  met  once  a  year 
(until  about  1904)  and  discussed  such  books  as  “Women  in 
Economics”  and  “Education  of  Girls  and  Women”. 

Possibly  we  might  even  go  back  so  far  as  1889  for  the 
first  faint  stirrings  of  life,  since  in  that  year,  with  only  30 
women  in  the  Arts  Faculty  and  3  in  the  graduating  class,  a 
society  of  undergraduate  women  was  formed  and  called 
“Levana”  from  the  book  of  that  name  by  Jean  Paul  Richter 
on  “The  Doctrine  of  Education”.  A  picture  of  the  first  Ex¬ 
ecutive  shown  at  our  Anniversary  Dinner — and  placed  in 
the  Archives — has  among  others  the  President,  Miss  Laura 
Shibley,  the  Vice-President,  Miss  Annie  C.  Campbell(  Mrs.  J. 
MacGillivray )  and  the  Curator,  Miss  Mary  G.  Chambers  (Mrs. 
H.  A.  Lavell)  —  names  significant  in  the  history  of  our 
Association. 

In  those  early  days  the  project  of  a  Women’s  Residence 
was  not  generally  approved,  but  in  1901  a  committee  of  several 
so-called  “enthusiasts”,  Principal  Grant  approving,  leased  a 
furnished  house  at  64  William  Street,  with  room  for  10  or  12 
girls,  placing  the  late  Miss  J.  R.  Drummond  in  charge.  This 
was  succeeded  in  1902  by  the  “Earl  St.  Residence”,  furnished 
entirely  by  private  subscription,  $100  of  which  came  from 
Principal  Grant.  It  accommodated  16  in  the  house  and  14 
more  for  meals.  Those  in  charge,  who  practically  gave  their 
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services,  were:  1902-1903,  Miss  Drummond;  1903-1914,  Miss 
E.  L.  Mowat;  1914-1925,  Mrs.  N.  Fraser.  Many  are  the 
happy  memories  cherished  by  the  residents  of  the  “Hen- 
Coop”,  so-called  by  the  men  students  (according  to  Miss 
Mowat)  because  they  had  chosen  as  their  motto  the  word 
“culture”  spelt  backwards — “Erutluc”.  The  girls  at  first  re¬ 
sented  the  name,  but  later  adopted  and  gloried  in  it. 

Meanwhile  in  1911  (April  26th)  on  the  initiative  of  the 
senior  girls  in  college  who  wished  to  work  for  a  Residence, 
and  wanted  a  responsible  body  behind  them,  the  Alumnae  of 
Queen’s  gathered  again  and  re-organized  as  the  “Queen’s 
University  Alumnae  Association”  with  the  general  aim  of 
keeping  the  Alumnae  in  touch  with  one  another  and  with 
the  University,  and  the  primary  object  of  a  “Women’s  Resi¬ 
dence  and  Union”.  Dr.  A.  E.  Marty  was  the  first  President, 
and  Miss  Edith  Goodwin  (later  Mrs.  Stirling)  the  Treasurer, 
the  annual  fee  being  50  cents. 

The  Executive  was  widely  representative  as  you  will  see 
from  this  list  which  appeared  in  the  “Queen’s  Journal”  of 
November  6th,  1911.

In  1912,  the  Board  of  Trustees  acceded  to  the  request  of 
the  Association  to  set  aside  the  present  site  of  Ban  Righ 
Hall  for  a  Women’s  Residence  which  was  to  cost  $50,000. 

It  is  a  fascinating  study  to  go  through  the  files  of  The 
Alumnae  News,  your  own,  if  you  are  fortunate  enough 
to  have  them,  or  the  file  in  the  new  Archives  cabinet  in 
Ban  Righ,  to  trace  the  history  of  the  Association  and  of  the 
Residence  Fund  through  14  long  years — the  two  or  three  large 
subscriptions,  the  very  long  list  of  smaller  ones,  many  of 
which  entailed  real  sacrifice,  both  on  the  part  of  the  graduates, 
and  of  the  senior  girls  who  often  denied  themselves  luxuries 
in  order  to  help.  By  1914  the  Fund,  with  Miss  Marty  Con¬ 
vener  of  the  Residence  Committee,  was  well  on  the  way  with 
$16,461. 

In  that  year  a  Directory  Committee  was  formed,  con¬ 
vened  by  Miss  Jessie  Muir,  then  Secretary;  and  two  years 
later  in  1916,  during  Mrs.  J.  A.  Cooper’s  presidency,  the  first 
Alumnae  News  was  published,  edited  by  Miss  Muriel 
Shortt,  assisted  by  Miss  Kathleen  Wingard.  A  most  inter¬ 
esting  and  well  printed  booklet  it  is,  with  its  record  of  work 
for  the  Red  Cross  and  for  the  Queen’s  University  Hospital, 
No.  5  Stationary”,  which  grew  from  200  beds,  through  work 
in  Cairo,  then  in  Treport  and  Etaples,  where  it  finally  became 
‘‘No.  7  Canadian  General  Hospital”  with  accommodation  for 
2600  beds. 

War  work  absorbed  all  our  energies  through  these  try¬ 
ing  years,  and  the  Residence  Fund  grew  only  by  interest 
accrued  from  wise  investments  by  its  careful  guardian  and 
efficient  Treasurer,  Miss  Marion  Redden.  Interest  of  another 
kind,  however,  was  surely  the  product  of  our  common  anxiety 

and  effort.  In  the  News  of  1916  we  read  of  groups  work¬ 
ing  together  on  hospital  supplies  in  Kingston,  Ottawa,  Toronto 
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and  Vancouver,  and  of  assistance  from  Edmonton  and  Calgary. 
Branch  reports  became  an  interesting  feature  of  annual  meet¬ 
ings,  and  in  June  1918  the  presidents  of  branches  were  made 
members  of  the  Executive.  It  was  not  until  April,  1924,  that 
the  Montreal  Branch  was  formed,  but  the  Association  had 
already  been  recognized  as  a  national  organization  in  its 
affiliation  with  the  National  Council  of  Women  in  1917,  and 
with  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University  Women  in  1920. 
The  Committee  on  Representation  of  Women  had  ensured 
the  election  of  women  members  to  the  University  Council; 
and  Miss  Edith  Rayside,  who  had  been  head  of  the  Canadian 
Nursing  Services  overseas,  became  in  1919  the  first  woman 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  1917  the  need  for  more  accommodation  for  women 
students  had  become  acute,  and  the  “Avonmore”  on  William 
Street  was  leased,  the  Trustees  contributing  $1000  toward 
the  expense  of  furnishing.  Here  30  or  more  girls  were  happily 
housed  and  mothered  up  to  1925,  with  Mrs.  D.  G.  McPhail 
and  later  Mrs.  Leadbeater  in  charge.  The  Avonmore  Com¬ 
mittee  had  just  two  conveners — Mrs.  Logie  Macdonnell  from 
1917  to  1920,  and  Mrs.  Oscar  Skelton  for  the  remaining  five 
years. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  our  task  was  again  set  aside  to 
allow  us  to  help  with  the  University  Endowment  Fund  of 
1919. 

The  cost  of  building  meanwhile  had  gradually  risen  from 
$50,000  to  $160,000,  but  in  1920  the  Trustees  gladdened  our 
hearts  by  agreeing  to  duplicate  any  sum  we  raised  up  to 
$80,000.  The  Fund  stood  then  at  $46,000,  and  three  years 
later  in  1923  a  happy  day  came  when,  with  our  $80,000  reach¬ 
ed,  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  Residence  was  laid  by  Dr. 
A.  E.  Marty,  the  first  President  of  the  Association,  and  Con¬ 
vener  for  the  first  ten  years  of  the  Residence  Committee. 
The  contract  had  been  given  to  Shepard  and  Calvin,  Archi¬ 
tects,  and  our  dream  began  to  take  visible  form. 

On  a  still  happier  occasion,  on  Thanksgiving  Day, 
November  9th,  1925,  Ban  Righ  Hall,  the  completed  Women’s 
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Residence  and  Union,  including  the  Eliza  S.  Gordon  Dining 
Hall,  was  formally  opened  with  a  silver  key  by  Her  Ex¬ 
cellency,  the  Lady  Byng  of  Vimy,  newly  laureated  that  very 
day  by  Convocation ;  and  our  interest  of  $125,000  in  the  total 
cost  of  $188,000  was  presented  to  the  University.  To-day 
Ban  Righ  stands  with  three  annexes,  “Goodwin  House”, 
“Macdonnell  House”  and  “Gordon  House”,  names  and  walls 
rich  in  memories  to  many  of  our  older  graduates. 

Through  these  years  of  effort  several  names  stand  out. 
The  three  who  were  said  to  be  mainly  responsible  for  the 
earliest  Residence  were  Mrs.  Goodwin,  Miss  Alice  Chown 
and  Mrs.  J.  MacGillivray  who  was  President  of  the  Residence 
Board  from  its  beginning  till  1925.  The  latter  was  also  the 
very  capable  Convener  of  the  Building  Committee  of  Ban 
Righ  and  Mrs.  ]\ftPhail  was  the  indefatigable  Convener  of 
Furnishings.  Other  names  which  should  be  mentioned  are 
Miss  Charlotte  Whitton  and  Mrs.  G.  H.  Ross  who  held  the 
office  of  president  during  those  heaviest  years  of  planning 
and  building,  and  Miss  Margaret  Mackintosh  who  succeeded 
Miss  Marty  as  Convener  of  the  Residence  Committee  in  1921. 
These  and  a  host  of  helpers  did  their  share  to  make,  as  an 
undergraduate  charmingly  put  it,  “to  the  members  of 
Levana  —  from  their  older  sisters  —  a  gift”. 

Dr.  Aletta  E.  Marty,  the  first  President,  the  first  Con¬ 
vener  of  the  Residence  Committee,  and  Convener  of  the 
Committee  on  Methods  of  Residence  Administration,  never 
faltered  in  her  interest  and  efforts.  Many  honours  had  come 
to  her — the  one  she  probably  valued  most  was  the  LL.D. 
from  her  own  University — but  it  was  for  the  keenness  of 
her  vision,  her  absolute  devotion  to  her  Alma  Mater  and 
to  the  highest  interests  of  its  women,  her  untiring  pursuit 
of  the  high  ideals  which  she  held  for  them  and  for  all  whom 
she  touched,  that  we  remember  her  best. 

The  last  items  of  furnishings  for  Ban  Righ  had  been 
paid;  the  University  Endowment  Fund  of  1926  was  over;  and 
the  Alumnae  were  beginning  to  explore  the  possibilities  of 
postgraduate  work  for  Queen’s  women.  Dr.  Marty  was 
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heartily  in  favour  of  the  project,  and  had  expressed  herself 
in  these  words :  “It  is  very  urgent  that  Queen’s  Alumnae 
should  have  opportunities  for  postgraduate  work,  and  the 
universal  outlook  that  study  at  foreign  universities  contri¬ 
butes.”  Small  wonder  that  when  death  overtook  her  so 
suddenly  in  South  Africa  at  the  height  of  her  career  her 
fellow-graduates  should  decide  to  endow  a  scholarship  and 
call  it  the  Marty  Memorial  Foundation.  Of  the  $25,000  aimed 
at — to  afford  an  annual  income  of  $1,250 — over  $16,800  has 
been  obtained,  and  we  hope  that  in  three  years  at  most  we 
may  be  able  to  send  one  of  our  own  graduates  abroad  for 
study  under  this,  our  own  Foundation. 

This  is  our  heritage  from  the  past,  and  through  it  all  there 
shines  the  spirit  of  service.  This  was  in  the  very  marrow 
of  the  men  who  budded  the  Queen’s  we  love,  and  who  in  1878, 
for  the  first  time  in  Canada,  made  it  possible  for  women  to 
obtain  a  university  education.  The  tie  which  binds  us  must 
of  necessity  grow  stronger.  There  are  daughters  now,  as 
well  as  sisters,  in  the  old  grey  buildings,  and  the  Alumnae 
will  always  stand  ready  to  serve  their  highest  interests.

Dr.  Alfred  Brooker  Klu&k 

AS  the  result  of  a  fatal  accident  on  June  1st,  Queen’s 
University  lost  an  honoured  professor  and  distinguished 
graduate,  Dr.  Alfred  Brooker  Klugh.  Dr.  Klugh  was 
first  connected  with  the  University  as  fellow  in  Botany  in  1907. 
In  1910  he  became  lecturer  in  Animal  Biology,  and  up  to  his 
untimely  death  was  assistant  professor  in  that  department. 

He  was  an  ardent  student  of  nature.  Few  knew  the  birds, 
other  animals  of  the  woods  and  the  land  and  water  plants  as 
well  as  he.  With  his  personal  enthusiasm,  his  interesting  lectures,  . 
his  skill  with  the  camera,  and  his  well-written  articles,  he  did  much 
to  inspire  a  love  of  nature  far  beyond  the  usual  scope  of  the 
university  lecture  hall. 

In  the  field  of  scientific  research,  he  is  well-known  for  his 
work  on  the  Algae  and  the  Entomostraca.  His  most  recent  con¬ 
tributions  dealt  with  light  as  a  biotic  factor,  his  experiments  hav¬ 
ing  been  carried  on  at  the  Marine  Biological  Station  at  St. 
Andrews,  N.B. 

The  women  of  Queen’s,  especially  those  who  had  the  honour 
of  being  associated  with  Professor  Klugh,  extend  their  deepest 
sympathy  to  Mrs.  Klugh  and  to  his  parents.

THERE  passed  away  in  Vancouver  on  22nd  March,  Miss 
Alice  Cameron,  who  graduated  from  Queen’s  in  1888  at 
the  early  age  of  eighteen.

Eliza  Fitzgerald 

THE  death  of  Miss  Eliza  Fitzgerald,  Arts  ’84,  occurred  on 
September  9th  in  Toronto.  Miss  Fitzgerald  held  a  unique 
place  in  the  history  of  the  higher  education  of  women  both 
in  Queen’s  and  the  Province,  if  not  in  all  Canada.  She  was  the 
first  woman  to  enter  and  graduate  from  Queen’s  University  and  the 
first  to  receive  a  degree  in  Ontario.  She  proved  herself  a  bril¬ 
liant  scholar  as  well,  graduating  with  the  highest  honours  and 
medals  in  Latin  and  Greek.  Later  there  was  probably  no  more 
distinguished  teacher  of  the  classics  in  the  high  schools  of  the 
Province.  Her  students  on  entering  college  found  that  the  excel¬ 
lence  of  her  preparation  was  well-known  also  to  the  classical 
departments  of  the  universities.  She  held  teaching  posts  at 
Niagara  Falls,  Lindsay,  Cornwall,  Thorold  and  St.  Catharines 
and  even  rose  to  be  principal,  a  position  in  which  she  was  again 
the  first  woman.  In  1899  Queen’s  University  recognized  her 
work  as  scholar  and  teacher  by  awarding  her  an  honorary  M.A. 
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degree  and  electing  her,  again  the  first  woman,  to  the  Council. 
No  graduate  was  more  loyal  to  her  Alma  Mater. 

All  college  women,  and  Queen’s  women  in  particular,  owe 
a  great  debt  to  this  brave  and  brilliant  pioneer  in  the  higher 
education  of  women.

Her  noble,  loyal  devotion  to  her  family,  her  profession  and  to 
her  many  friends  was  the  result  of  her  steadfast  faith  in  her 
Divine  Master  and  Lord. 

The  passing  of  her  mother  many  years  ago  was  a  sorrow 
to  the  family.  Next,  the  nursing  sister,  who  was  a  clever,  jolly 
personality,  went  suddenly,  and  her  death  was  a  great  sorrow 
to  the  two  remaining  sisters.  The  youngest  then  went  and  Dr.

QUEEN’S  women  all  over  the  world  will  be  interested  to 
learn  that,  at  the  Spring  Convocation  this  year,  Margaret 
O’Hara  (M.D.,C.M.,  1891)  had  conferred  on  her  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  Her  Alma  Mater  thus 
recognized  her  long  years  of  service  as  a  medical  missionary  in 
Central  India,  and  in  spite  of  long  years  of  absence  abroad,  with 
few  furloughs,  Dr.  O’Hara  always  retained  her  love  for  Queen’s. 
Margaret  O’Hara  went  to  Queen’s  to  prepare  herself  for  miss¬ 
ionary  work,  and  while  there  a  warm  friendship  grew  up  be¬ 
tween  her  and  Mrs.  Grant,  the  Principal’s  wife.  When  she  was 
designated  as  a  missionary  to  Central  India,  at  a  service  held  in 
Smith’s  Falls  on  November  16th,  1891,  Rev.  Principal  Grant 
read  an  address  from  the  students  at  Queen’s  and  presented  two 
gifts  from  them.  It  was  very  fitting,  then,  that  when  Queen’s 
University  bestowed  upon  her  an  honorary  degree  friends  in 
Smith’s  Falls  should  give  her  an  academic  gown  to  wear  with  her 
new  hood.  Two  other  honours  she  wears  with  great  pride,  the 
Kaiser-i-Hind  Medal,  a  royal  recognition  of  her  public  services 
to  India,  and  a  medal  with  two  bars  denoting  thirty-five  years  of 
service  under  the  Women’s  Missionary  Society  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  in  Canada. 

Three  and  a  half  years  after  her  arrival  in  India,  Dr.  O’Hara, 
single-handed,  opened  a  dispensary  in  the  city  of  Dhar,  where  at 
first  there  was  no  accommodation  for  Europeans.  Before  long 
she  had  adopted  two  little  Hindu  waifs.  Her  work  in  Dhar 
was  greatly  blessed,  for  within  two  years  a  small  hospital  had 
been  built  and  an  orphanage  established.  Before  she  left  India 
thirty  years  later  the  hospital  had  been  twice  enlarged,  and  the 
orphanage  had  become  a  flourishing  school  for  girls.  Through¬ 
out  all  that  time  Dr.  O’Hara  bore  much  of  the  responsibility,  and 
dealt  with  such  problems  as  building,  hospital  management,  medi¬ 
cal  and  surgical  treatments,  -education,  visiting  throughout  the 
neighbouring  villages,  and  famine  relief  work.  All  this  meant 
close  co-operation  with  British  and  Indian  government  officials, 
natives  of  all  classes  and  other  missionaries — and  when  the  time 
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came  for  her  to  retire  she  left  hosts  of  friends  behind  her,  surely 
because  all  her  work  was  done  in  the  spirit  of  her  Master. 

Dr.  O’Hara  is  honoured  not  only  as  a  successful  medical 
missionary,  but  as  a  citizen  of  the  great  world.  She  was  as  much 
at  her  ease  dining  with  the  Viceroy  as  eating  a  humble  meal  with 
native  Christians  while  on  tour  in  the  jungles  of  the  Bhil 
country.  She  went  about  with  open  eyes  and  open  mind  forming 
her  own  opinions.  It  is  interesting  to  discover  that  her  mis¬ 
sionary  technique  and  ideals  are  those  of  the  most  modern  auth¬ 
orities  on  World  Missions — and  that  her  enthusiasm  is  as  great 
as  ever. 

In  closing  one  may  record  an  example  of  Dr.  O’Hara’s  build¬ 
ing  better  than  she  knew.  During  the  famine  period  she  bought 
beef  liver  whenever  possible  to  eke  out  the  almost  starvation 
rations  of  her  school  girls.  It  was  years  before  she  learned  the 
scientific  explanation  of  the  flourishing  health  of  her  girls  follow¬ 
ing  her  thrifty  addition  of  liver  to  their  meagre  diet.

Are  Y ou  Going  to  the  Dogs  ?

THIS  question  caught  the  eye  the  moment  one  opened  the 
Kilmarnock  “Standard”.  It  was  a  lovely  sunshiny  after¬ 
noon  in  early  September — a  day  to  call  one  forth  in 
search  of  adventure — and  these  words  promised  a  thrilling  ad¬ 
venture,  for  the  advertisement  which  followed  announced  that 
the  annual  Sheep  Dog  Trials  of  the  district  would  take  place  on 

Saturday,  September  5th,  at  Airtnock  Farm,  Hareshawmuir,

some  twenty  miles  or  more  south  of  the  city  of  Glasgow.  The 
fame  of  these  trials  is  world-wide ;  the  tales  of  the  skill  and 
sagacity  of  the  dogs  are  irresistible.  It  was  therefore  a  foregone 
conclusion  that,  given  the  opportunity,  one  would  “go  to  the 
dogs”. 
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The  scene  of  the  trials  was  a  great  field,  sloping  up  a  little 
on  the  spectators’  side  and  thus  providing  an  excellent  vantage 
ground,  and  rising  quite  sharply  on  the  far  side,  which  was  so 
far  away  that  the  men  on  it  looked  like  small  dots.  There  was 
a  rope  to  mark  the  limit  for  the  spectators,  who  numbered  about 
a  thousand,  a  tent  for  the  officials,  and  a  table  in  the  foreground 
at  which  sat  the  judges.  Some  fifty  yards  in  front  of  the 
spectators  was  a  stake  at  which  the  shepherd  and  his  dog  took 
up  their  position  and  from  which  the  man  must  not  move  until 
it  comes  to  penning  the  sheep. 

An  official  waves  a  white  flag,  the  watchers  on  the  far 
hill-side  retire,  and  presently  four  small  whitish  objects  come 
over  the  skyline  to  the  starting  point.  The  small  black  creature 
with  the  white  ruff  and  the  keen,  eager  eyes  knows  his  great 
moment  has  come.  He  looks  up,  the  master  looks  down,  some 
message  passes  from  one  to  the  other,  for  although  no  word 
is  uttered,  eyes  speak  to  eyes  and  the  dog  is  off  at  the  speed  of 
an  express  train.  Far  out  to  the  right  he  swings,  often  lost  to 
view  among  the  ferns  and  bracken,  and  then  flashing  into  sight 
again,  the  white  ruff  standing  out  clearly  against  the  dark  back¬ 
ground. 

Presently  he  crosses  the  skyline  behind  his  charges  and  the 
game  begins.  His  first  duty  is  to  bring  them  down  between  two 
posts,  resembling  the  goal  posts  in  football,  but  somewhat  farther 
apart.  To  do  this,  he  must  turn  his  sheep  from  the  direct  line 
of  advance  and  at  a  somewhat  awkward  angle.  Sometimes  his 
master  whistles,  in  a  few  cases  he  shouts,  but  often  the  four- 
footed  competitor  manages  without  any  directions.  He  urges 
his  charges  forward  gently,  keeping  them  together,  dashing 
around  to  the  side  of  any  one  which  gives  an  indication  of 
straying — and  always  without  a  sound.  When  they  are  headed 
straight  for  the  post,  he  walks  leisurely  behind  with  the  air  of 
a  dog  interested  in  the  scenery,  never  pressing  them,  sometimes 
indeed  sitting  down  to  ease  the  nervous  tension  of  his  small  flock. 
But  the  moment  they  swerve  he  moves  like  a  flash  of  lightning, 
blocking  the  attempt  to  stray. 

Once  through  the  first  posts,  they  must  be  turned  directly 
towards  the  spectators  and  induced  to  cross  a  ditch — which  re- 
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quires  some  gentle  urging  from  their  guardian.  Then  they  are 
swung  sharply  to  the  left  and  headed  for  another  pair  of  posts 
a  good  distance  away.  The  same  manoeuvres  take  them  safely 
through  these,  and  then  it  is  ‘Tight  about  face”.  They  must 
now  cross  the  whole  field,  and  far  to  the  right  they  encounter  a 
third  pair  of  posts  at  another  awkward  angle. 

When  that  is  over  the  dog  heads  them  for  the  shepherd. 
Working  together  man  and  dog  must  induce  these  four  woolly 
obstinacies  to  enter  a  small  triangular  fold,  the  opening  being  a 
little  more  than  two  feet  wide.  This  is  the  supreme  moment. 
Now  the  little  black  drover  gathers  up  all  his  skill  and  strength 
for  the  task.  Every  nerve  of  his  body  is  alert,  every  muscle 
taut,  he  is  all  eyes  and  ears,  and  those  eyes  see  nothing  but  his 
four  charges  and  the  master  supporting  him  on  the  other  side ; 
those  ears  hear  nothing  but  a  few  low-spoken  commands.  Gently 
he  urges  the  sheep  forward  to  the  narrow  gap,  he  drops  on  the 
ground  to  reassure  them,  calculating  to  a  second  the  moment 
when  he  may  venture  an  advance,  rising  half-way  to  glide  for¬ 
ward  a  few  inches,  then  dropping  flat  again  at  their  faintest  start. 
Perhaps  one  dashes  off ;  he  has  it  back  again  in  two  or  three 
elastic  bounds,  and  the  patient  urging  begins  again.  How  pro¬ 
voking  they  can  be !  Perhaps  the  leader  has  a  woolly  head  in, 
and  the  crowd  is  holding  its  breath,  for  every  heart  is  with  that 
little  tense  black  bundle  with  eyes  gleaming  with  excitement  and 
a  pink  tongue  lolling  out  with  weariness.  But  no,  they  are  off 
again,  scattering  and  scampering,  gaily  kicking  up  their  stupid 
hoofs ;  but  no  matter  where  they  turn,  there  in  front  of  them 
is  their  guardian  and  once  more  they  are  shepherded  up  to  the 
gap.  They  must  go  somewhere.  Well  then,  they  will  go  in ! 
And  they  do,  and  our  friend  throws  his  little  body  panting  across 
the  gap  to  keep  them  there. 

Then  there  is  a  tribute  of  hand-clapping.  Pip  to  that  point 
one  could  have  heard  oneself  breathe.  Not  a  sound  comes  from 
the  watching  crowd  except  once  in  a  while  when  a  deep  voice 
mutters  perhaps  behind  you,  “Yon’s  no’  the  doug’s  fault”.  The 
remark  probably  comes  from  an  expert  who  is  accompanied  by 
another  of  the  four-footed  competitors  of  the  day,  who  has  al¬ 
ready  had  his  turn  or  who  expects  to  have  it  soon. 
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Then  comes  the  final  task.  The  shepherd  drives  the  sheep 
out  of  the  pen.  One  has  a  white  ribbon  on  its  horn.  That  one 
must  be  isolated  from  the  rest  and  brought  to  the  shepherd.  With 
a  bound  the  dog  separates  the  four  into  twos,  and  drives  away 
the  two  he  does  not  want.  Then  he  cuts  out  the  marked  one, 
driving  off  its  companion  and  bringing  the  one  required  right  up 
to  the  shepherd.  Now  his  “turn'’  is  over,  and  he  takes  his  sheep 
off  the  field,  driving  them  out  right  past  the  spectators  and  away 
in  triumph. 

The  “doubles”  are  even  more  fascinating.  Then  there  are 
eight  sheep  and  one  dog  goes  up  the  field  to  the  right,  the  other 
to  the  left.  It  is  wonderful  to  see  them  supporting  each  other, 
playing  up  to  each  other,  each  intent  on  his  own  flank,  but  never 
overdoing  his  part  to  the  detriment  of  his  comrade’s  share.  They 
go  through  the  same  programme  as  the  “singles”,  but  when  it 
comes  to  the  penning  there  are  two  pens.  More  quickly  than  one 
can  tell  it,  the  dogs  divide  the  sheep  into  two  fours.  One  dog 
quietly  takes  his  a  short  distance  off  into  the  field  and  lies  down 
to  watch  them.  The  shepherd  and  the  other  dog  proceed  to  pen 
the  other  four.  The  passive  member  of  the  team  raises  his  head 
with  an  air  of  interest ;  there  is  doubtless  no  spectator  there  whose 
critical  faculties  are  more  keenly  alert,  none  who  could  more  ac¬ 
curately  tell  the  judges  what  to  praise  and  what  to  blame.  The 
moment  he  sees  his  comrade’s  task  completed,  he  is  up  and  at 
work,  to  pen  his  own  sheep.  When  that  is  accomplished  the  first 
one  releases  his  charges,  brings  them  to  the  second,  who  then  re¬ 
leases  his,  and  away  they  all  go  together. 

There  were  forty-three  single  entries  and  six  doubles.  The 
trials  began  at  eight  in  the  morning  and  occupied  the  whole  day. 
The  work  of  the  champion  was  marvelous — such  smoothness, 
dexterity,  dispatch.  Only  in  seeing  some  of  the  others  did  one 
realize  how  difficult  the  task  was,  for  his  consummate  skill  made 
it  all  seem  easy.  It  was,  as  the  press  said,  “a  magnificent  dis¬ 
play”.  The  judges  awarded  “Mirk”  the  full  fifty  points,  while 
“Craig”,  the  runner-up,  was  only  half  a  point  behind,  the  winner 
being  the  property  of  Mr.  Millar,  and  the  second  belonging  to 
Mr.  Wilson.  The  latter  gentleman  was  awarded  first  place  for  his 
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pair  in  the  doubles,  and  Mr.  Millar  second.  During  the  past 
winter  a  request  came  from  Australia  that  Mr.  Millar  set  a  price 
on  one  of  these  marvels.  Not  wishing  to  part  with  the  dog,  Mr. 
Millar  set  a  price  which  he  considered  prohibitive,  but  a  cable 
promptly  accepted  the  offer.  So  either  “Mirk”  or  “Ben”  is  now 
far  from  his  Scottish  homeland,  perhaps  lonely  at  heart,  but 
doubtless  faithful  to  whatever  task  is  set  before  him,  and  the  joy 
of  all  beholders. 

A  shepherd  may  enter  various  dogs  so  that  he  himself  may 
make  various  appearances  during  the  day.  Only  one  dog  made 
a  real  failure  of  it,  and  he  seemed  to  lose  his  head.  Some  missed 
one  pair  of  posts,  or  got  only  two  or  three  of  the  sheep  through 
correctly,  and  one  could  not  pen  the  sheep  within  the  given  time 
and  had  to  give  up.  The  dogs  were  of  all  ages  from  two  years 
to  ten ;  one  of  the  best  of  them  was  eight.  Thev  are  invariably 
black  with  a  white  ruff  and  of  medium  size.  They  went  at  it 
as  if  they  loved  it  and,  as  they  passed  the  spectators  in  going 
off  the  field,  their  eyes  were  shining  with  excitement  and  triumph. 

That  fifth  of  September  was  a  wonderful  day.  It  was  a 
perfect  afternoon  to  spend  in  the  open.  A  keen  breeze  was 
blowing,  which  had  come  over  the  miles  of  moorland  lying  be¬ 
tween  Airtnock  Farm  and  the  sea;  there  were  one  or  two  dashes 
of  light  rain,  but  mostly  there  was  sunshine.  From  the  rising 
ground  on  which  the  trials  took  place  one  had  a  wonderful  view. 
Away  to  the  west  stood  the  blue-grey  peaks  of  Arran,  Goatfell 
rising  jagged  in  the  middle.  To  the  south-west  rose  the  great 
rocky  mass  of  Ailsa  Craig  shaped  like  a  huge  haystack,  the  sea 
shining  all  about  it  like  silver.  To  the  south  a  low  round  hill  out¬ 
lined  itself  against  the  sky — Loudoun  Hill,  famous  in  Covenanting 
days. 

Does  the  reader  love  the  open  air,  the  great  spaces  of  sky 
and  moor,  the  flying  clouds  and  sunshine,  the  thrill  of  a  com¬ 
petition  into  which  every  competitor  puts  his  very  best  and 
which  holds  the  audience  breathlessly  attentive?  Then  let  her 
not  fail  to  “go  to  the  dogs”.

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The  Edinburgh  Conference  of  the 
International  Federation  of 
University  Women. 

{Following  is  the  text  of  Miss  Olga  Somerville’s  address  at  the 
Annual  Fleeting  of  the  Queen  s  University  Alumnae 
Association  in  Kingston  on  8th  October.) 

IT  is  difficult  to  believe  that  any  conference  could  be  more 
delightful  than  the  sixth  conference  of  the  International 
Federation  of  University  Women  which  I  attended  in 
Edinburgh  this  summer.  What  other  city  in  the  world  can  com¬ 
bine  such  romance  and  beauty?  Think  of  Princess  Street, 
Scott’s  Monument,  the  gardens,  and  that  guardian  of  the  past, 
the  grim  fortressed  castle.  Linger  along  that  Royal  Mile  from 
the  castle  to  Holyrood,  at  St.  Giles,  the  Heart  of  Midlothian, 
John  Knox’s  house;  muse  on  the  fate  of  Queen  Mary  and  the 
ill-starred  Stuart  line  in  the  ruins  of  Holyrood  chapel  and  on  the 
Convenanters  in  Greyfriars’  churchyard.  The  past  immortalized 
by  Scott  and  the  present  beautified  by  noble  buildings  combined 
to  cast  their  spell  over  the  members  who  assembled  from  thirty 
different  countries.  From  the  isles  of  Greece,  from  Egypt, 
Australia,  Iceland,  they  came  to  this  strange  new  Athens  of  the 
north  under  misty  skies.  “Earth  hath  not  anything  to  show 
more  fair.”  Dull  would  she  be  of  soul  who  could  not  take  away 
some  happy  imperishable  memory  from  this  city  of  the  seven 
hills. 

To  have  us,  five  hundred  in  all — and  of  these  three  hundred 
were  strangers  in  the  land — know  each  other  and  the  historic 
city  was  the  aim  of  the  Edinburgh  Association.  We  were  made 
guests  of  the  Overseas  Club  on  Princess  Street  and  entertained 
at  a  large  tea  there,  while  other  groups  were  entertained  in  private 
homes.  We  had  dinner  in  St.  George’s  Music  Hall,  where  each 
table  of  eight  formed  a  small  international  group.  The  entertain¬ 
ment  here  was  of  a  distinctly  national  character.  The  fishwomen’s 
choir  from  New  Haven  captivated  its  audience  and  gave  such  a 
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realistic  presentation  of  “Caller  Herrin’  ”  that  one  felt  like  rushing 
up  to  the  market  and  buying  the  herring  so  appealingly  offered. 
In  contrast  Hebridean  songs  were  sung  by  a  charming  young 
singer  and  then  came  the  highland  fling  and  sword  dances  to  the 
music  of  the  pipes.  This  was  the  final  thrill  to  a  delightful 
evening. 

Another  outstanding  affair  was  the  reception  given  by  the 
Lord  Provost,  Magistrates  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Edinburgh 
in  the  College  of  Fine  Arts.  Picture  that  row  of  city  dignitaries, 
in  red  robes,  ermine  collars  and  gold  chains,  flanked  by  uniformed 
mace  bearers,  receiving  by  name  every  delegate  and  as  many 
friends.  Among  the  guests  were  magnificent  highlanders.  One, 
in  moss  green  velvet  coat  and  lace  jabot,  was  followed  by  many 
admiring  eyes.  The  ceremony  lasted  two  hours.  The  Lord 
Provost  briefly  addressed  us,  welcoming  us  to  the  city.  Then 
voices  rose  like  a  tidal  wave  and  swept  through  the  great  hall. 
A  tenor  soloist  and  pianist  gave  their  selections  to  unheeding 
ears.  Suddenly  an  eerie  note  was  heard.  Two  pipers,  with 
avenging  pride,  entered  the  hall,  sweeping  aside  the  mere  maidens 
in  their  conquering  stride.  The  maddening  tumult  of  a  thousand 
voices  ceased.  The  triumphant  pipers  were  the  heroes  of  the 
hour. 

The  final  entertainment  was  given  by  the  Edinburgh  Associa¬ 
tion  at  the  Zoological  Gardens.  The  French  delegation  took  this 
occasion  to  present  to  our  hostess  a  book  gaily  tied  with  tartan 
ribbon.  It  was  a  catalogue  of  manuscripts,  books  and  objets  d’art 
associated  with  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots.  This  collection  is  now  in 
the  Bibliotheque  Nationale. 

To  gain  some  knowledge  of  the  country,  tours  were  planned 
to  the  surrounding  country.  On  marvelously  warm  sunny  days 
we  went  through  the  Trossachs,  visited  Abbottsford,  Dryburgh, 
Melrose,  Roslin,  Linlithgow,  and  the  Drummond  and  Stevenson 
country,  and  a  final  day  was  given  to  a  delightful  trip  through 
the  lovely  Kyles  of  Bute.  There  were  personally  conducted  tours 
to  the  Art  Gallery  where  a  splendid  collection  of  Scott’s  portraits 
and  manuscripts  was  on  view.  We  visited  the  castle  and  especially 
the  new  part  which  blends  so  harmoniously  with  the  old,  the

Scottish  National  War  Memorial,  the  Shrine  to  those  hundred 
thousand  who  are  gone  on  the  mountain  and  lost  to  the  forest 
but  whose  name  liveth  forever  in  that  “coronach  in  stone”. 

Thus  we  met  each  other  and  learned  to  know  Edinburgh 
and  a  little  of  Scotland’s  history.  Briefly  I  shall  review  the 
meetings,  our  intellectual  feasts,  only  mentioning  the  names  of  the 
chief  speakers  and  the  subjects  of  their  addresses.  Dr.  Winifred 
Cullis  presided  with  great  charm  on  all  occasions.  At  McEwan 
Hall  the  opening  ceremonies  were  particularly  impressive  as 
academic  dress  was  worn  by  many.  At  this  meeting  Dr.  Lise 
Meitner  spoke  on  the  “Cultivation  of  Science  as  a  Problem  of 
the  Day”,  Madame  Puech  on  “Co-operation  and  Mutual  Assis¬ 
tance”,  and  Mrs.  Skonhoft  on  “The  Co-ordination  of  University 
Standards  as  an  Element  in  International  Understanding”.  At 
a  public  meeting,  Dr.  Johanna  Westerdyk  gave  an  illustrated  lec¬ 
ture  on  “Epidemics  of  Plant  Diseases”.  At  a  third  meeting  we 
heard  the  Duchess  of  Athol  on  “The  Value  of  Music  in  Educa¬ 
tion”,  Dr.  Harriet  Chick  on  “The  Contribution  of  Women  to  the 
More  Recent  Knowledge  of  Nutrition”,  Dame  Rachel  Crowdy  on 
“The  Work  of  Women  in  International  Affairs  with  Special 
Reference  to  the  Part  Played  by  British  women”,  and  Miss  Joan 
Evans  on  “University  Women  and  the  Study  of  Archaeology  in 
England”. 

One  of  the  features  of  this  conference  was  the  introduction 
of  group  discussion  on  the  subject  “Is  university  training  an 
adequate  preparation  for  women  in  contemporarv  life?”  The 
consensus  of  opinion  was  that  at  present  our  system  left  much 
to  be  desired,  especially  in  the  teaching  of  economics  and  in 
fitting  women  for  political  life.  Another  new  feature  was  the 
special  interest  groups.  The  members  joined  the  section  of 
archaeology,  history,  literature,  botany,  medicine  or  other  sciences, 
had  a  luncheon  together  and  then  visited  the  botanical  gardens, 
the  national  library,  hospital  clinics,  the  genetic  institute,  the 
wynds  and  closes  of  old  Edinburgh  or  the  new  housing  area  in 
Prestonfields.  Each  one  to  her  bent,  but  for  one  of  many  minds 
how  difficult  to  choose,  for  all  excursions  were  held  the  same 
afternoon ! 
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Many  resolutions  were  drawn  up  by  the  Council.  I  will  not 
enumerate  them  here  for  I  trust  all  will  be  interested  enough  in 
the  conference  to  read  Miss  Laila  Scott’s  full  account  of  the 
meetings  in  “The  Chronicle’’,  but  I  think  you  should  hear  the 
sixteenth  and  final  resolution.  “This  conference  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Federation  of  University  Women  declares  that  in  its 
opinion  the  economic  problems  of  the  world  can  be  solved  only 
by  international  co-operation,  both  of  people  and  governments. 
Further  it  empowers  its  officers  at  the  appropriate  time  to  trans¬ 
mit  this  resolution  to  the  World  Economic  Conference  and  to 
convey  to  that  Conference  the  earnest  desire  of  the  International 
Federation  of  University  Women  for  the  success  of  its  labour. 
Further  it  empowers  the  officers  to  take  appropriate  measures  to 
press  for  the  appointment  of  women  to  that  Conference.” 

The  next  conference  will  be  held  in  Berlin  in  1936.  May  we 
then  dwell  in  happier  and  more  prosperous  times.  Let  us  brush 
up  our  French  and  German  in  the  meantime  and  let  our  Canadian 
delegation,  with  members  from  thirty-six  other  countries,  show 
what  the  international,  intellectual  co-operation  of  women  can 
accomplish. 


In  Retrospect 

IT  is  the  fashion  to  reminisce  in  these  days  of  class  re¬ 
unions. 

Your  Editor  has  asked  me  to  tell  The  News 
something  of  the  Edwardian  days  when  I  was  a  Freshette 
at  Queen’s.  So,  at  the  risk  of  boring  the  moderns,  and  under 
bond  of  secrecy,  I  am  complying  with  her  request. 

Solomon  was  right.  There  is  nothing  new  under  the 
sun.  I  realize  this  when  I  read  or  hear  accounts  of  the  pranks 
of  the  present-day  freshman  year — not  necessarily  those  at 
Queen’s,  so  please  don’t  rise  in  your  wrath  to  slay  me.  But, 
when  I  recall  what  a  scandal  we  were  to  our  revered  Seniors, 
yea,  even  to  some  of  the  Sophomores,  I  see  the  relentless 
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swing  of  time’s  pendulum,  and  the  truth  of  another  familiar 
proverb — history  repeats  itself. 

Back  in  those  pre-war,  pre-car  days  the  old  White  Bear 
presided  over  revelries  sanctioned  by  the  powers  that  be. 
I’ve  always  thought  I’d  like  to  go  back  to  Kingston  some 
day  and  look  up  the  old  fellow — the  bear,  I  mean — if  he 
still  survives.  I’d  like  to  find  out  his  views  regarding  the 
so-called  progress  of  the  world.  I’d  like  to  get  his  honest 
opinion  of  the  saxophone  as  a  successor  to  the  mandolin, 
the  automobile  in  comparison  to  the  bicycle,  the  beret  versus 
the  fascinator  and  other  things  too  numerous  to  mention. 

Being  far  away  from  the  Limestone  City,  and  unable  to 
interview  His  Polar  Highness,  I  must  needs  delve  in  the 
chambers  of  memory  for  the  reminiscences  craved  by  the 
presiding  genius  of  The  News.

Those  were  the  days  of  freedom,  when  Residences  were 
not,  before  even  the  “Hencoop”  was  a  reality.  The  landlady 
was  the  stern  monitress  who  watched  over  Co-eds  when  off 
the  Campus.  When  we  started  off  on  Sunday  afternoons  to 
tramp  to  Portsmouth  or  Cataraqui,  it  was  the  argus-eyed 
boarding-house  mistress  who  watched  our  departure  and  re¬ 
proved  us  if  we  came  back  late  for  supper.  We  had  lots 
of  fun  too  in  those  old-time  boarding  houses.  “Shop”  was 
taboo  at  the  table,  so  we  cast  dull  care  aside  and  avoided 
indigestion  by  exchange  of  what  we  considered  brilliant  con¬ 
versation  and  repartee. 

In  those  days  we  listened  with  bated  breath  to  tales  of 
the  brave  men  of  old  who  had  wrought  mighty  deeds  of 
valor,  such  as  “painting  the  tool  house”.  We  thrilled  at  the 
sight  of  one  of  the  “Hogan’s  Alley  Gang”.  We  revelled  in 
the  horrors  of  the  Art  Gallery  of  “improved”  enlarged  por¬ 
traits  of  a  certain  William  Street  boarding  house.  When 
things  grew  tame  we  dressed  up  in  the  landlady’s  best  bonnet 
and  dolman  and  went  the  rounds  looking  for  rooms  for 
imaginary  friends.  We  gathered  up  in  the  gloomy  recesses 
of  the  old  Levana  Room  and  woke  the  echoes  with  our 
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songs  and  laughter  until  dear  old  Nickie  came  tiptoeing  to 
the  door  to  remind  us  of  the  Junior  Latin  class  next  door. 
On  Saturday  afternoons  the  rink  was  our  Mecca,  and  in  the 
evening  the  Alma  Mater  meeting.  Of  course  there  were 
At  Homes  occasionally,  and  dances  in  Whig  Hall,  but  we 
walked  to  and  from  these  festivities.  We  served  on  com¬ 
mittees  galore,  acted  in  German  plays  and  belonged  to  the 
Dramatic  Club  when  not  engaged  in  writing  Philosophy 
essays  or  conjugating  Greek  verbs.  Yet  to  the  sophisticated 
Young  Modern  of  present-day  Queen’s,  our  College  life  must 
sound  uneventful  and  humdrum.  If  we  could  take  her  back 
to  the  time  of  Geordie,  to  the  pre-jazz  era,  it  would  be 
amusing  to  watch  her  struggles  to  adapt  herself  to  the  simple 
life  of  a  generation  ago.  She  would  no  longer  consider 
“depression”  a  word  coined  to  describe  her  world  of  to¬ 
day;  she  would  feel  that  she  had  never  realized  its  meaning. 
Could  she  but  see  Queen’s  as  her  parents  saw  it,  with  only 
the  old  Arts  Building,  Science  Hall,  the  old  Medical  Building 
and  the  Tool  House,  she  would  think  herself  the  victim  of 
a  horrid  nightmare.  Let  her  wander  along  the  board-walk  to 
Union  Street  into  the  eating  and  rooming  house  district,  let 
her  jolt  out  to  Rockwood  in  the  dingy  old  street  car  of  our 
day,  let  her  attend  a  foot-ball  game  at  the  old  Athletic  Ground, 
let  her  as  a  luxury  drive  to  the  Outer  Station  in  an  old  horse 
cab — she  would  then  have  some  idea  of  the  background  of 
our  College  life,  but  she  wouldn’t  have  the  remotest  concep¬ 
tion  of  the  fun  of  it  all. 

Even  under  the  safe  cloak  of  anonymity,  I  must  not 
grow  too  garrulous  nor  too  personal  in  my  reminiscences, 
lest  I  involve  The  News  in  a  libel  suit.  The  Editor  seems 
to  think  that  if  I  would,  a  tale  I  could  unfold  regarding  the 
days  that  were,  but  she  forgets  that  such  revelations  would 
court  discovery.  Better,  far  better,  send  a  reporter  to  in¬ 
terview  our  mutual  friend,  the  Polar  Bear  for  an  account  of 
those  olden  days.  He  would  surely  tell  the  bare  truth.  I 
dare  not.

Librarianship

AT  graduation  time  our  university  students  survey  with 
critical  eye  the  professions  open  to  women.  Librarian- 
ship  is  one  which  they  may  well  consider.  At  the 
present  time  in  Canada,  and  particularly  in  Ontario,  library 
affairs  are  ready  and  waiting  to  proceed  when  this  depression 
lifts.  There  are  several  indications  of  this  possible  advance¬ 
ment,  notably  the  investigations  and  reports  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Carnegie  corporation  to  survey  library  affairs 
in  Canada.  This  year  too  the  Carnegie  corporation  has  given 
to  some  of  our  Universities  and  Colleges  special  grants  for 
their  libraries.  These  grants  have  been  available  only  for 
libraries  employing  some  trained  people.  The  recent  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  Inspector  of  Public  Libraries  for  the  Province  of 
Ontario  is  another  hopeful  sign.  Last,  and  by  no  means 

least,  almost  ninety  per  cent  of  those  trained  in  this  province 
for  library  work  during  the  past  year  have  secured  positions. 

Queen’s  women  have  for  the  past  fifteen  years  shown  a 
decided  interest  in  library  work.  During  this  time  some  of 
the  members  of  almost  every  graduating  class  have  chosen 
this  for  their  postgraduate  work.  Until  1927  the  majority 
of  our  students  attended  professional  schools  in  the  United 
States  as  short  courses  only  were  being  offered  in  Canada. 

The  Public  Libraries  branch  of  the  Department  of  Education 
in  Ontario  and  McGill  University  gave  short  courses.  When, 
however,  it  was  apparent  that  Canadian  women  desired  fuller 
training  and  that  there  were  positions  for  them,  two  schools 
were  established,  each  offering  a  one-year  course  comparable 
to  those  given  by  the  American  schools  and  colleges.  The 
first  was  offered  at  McGill  University  in  1927,  and  the  second 
at  the  University  of  Toronto  in  1928.  At  McGill  the  school 
quarters  are  in  the  University  Library  and  at  Toronto  they 
are  in  the  Ontario  College  of  Education, 
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The  question  is  invariably  asked,  what  do  you  do  at 
Library  School?  The  answer  is,  everything  that  is  done  in  a 
library.  The  practices  and  problems  of  choosing  and  order¬ 
ing  books  for  the  library  are  considered.  When  the  books 
are  received  they  are  catalogued  or  indexed  so  that  informa¬ 
tion  about  them  may  be  available  for  the  student  and  the 
general  public.  They  are  classified  or  grouped  according  to 
subject  and  so  arranged  on  the  shelves.  Lectures  are  given 
on  Book  Selection,  Ordering,  Cataloguing  and  Classification, 
and  the  actual  work  is  done  by  the  students  in  laboratory 
periods.  Lectures  are  also  given  on  the  reference  books  used 
in  a  library,  that  is,  dictionaries  of  all  kinds,  encyclopaedias, 
yearbooks  and  bibliographies.  The  methods  of  recording  the 
books  in  circulation,  as  well  as  the  gentle  art  of  helping  read¬ 
ers  to  find  the  right  book,  are  discussed.  At  the  Toronto 
school  the  students  are  given  an  opportunity  to  apply  their 
theories  by  doing  practice  work  in  the  departments  and 
branches  of  the  Toronto  Public  Library,  the  University  Lib¬ 
rary  and  certain  special  libraries  in  the  city. 

For  those  who  are  interested  in  work  with  children  and 
young  people  there  are  special  courses  dealing  with  literature 
and  libraries  for  Boys  and  Girls.  At  the  present  time  school 
libraries  are  being  emphasized  by  the  Ontario  Department  of 
Education,  as  the  newer  theories  in  education  tend  to  have 
the  pupil  do  more  reading.  The  Library  School,  therefore, 
offers  special  courses  on  the  administration  and  literature 
necessary  for  school  libraries.  Business  libraries,  hospital  lib¬ 
raries  and  society  libraries  also  receive  attention.  Then  as 
a  background  for  those  who  are  to  be  concerned  with  books 
and  library  problems,  the  evolution  of  the  book  and  the 
history  of  libraries  are  also  studied.  In  this  connection  visits 
are  made  to  various  kinds  of  libraries,  printing  establishments 
and  publishing  houses.  All  this  work  makes  a  very  full  and 
varied  curriculum. 

Librarianship  requires  this  intensive  training  since  the 
duties  of  the  librarian  are  numerous  and  varied.  It  offers 
interesting  work  of  many  kinds.  For  those  who  prefer  to  deal 
directly  with  the  public,  there  is  the  Circulation  Department. 
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The  research  worker  finds  pleasure  in  Cataloguing  and  Ref¬ 
erence  work.  There  still  remain  the  special  fields  of  endeavor, 
such  as  work  with  Boys  and  Girls,  school  libraries  and  busi¬ 
ness  libraries,  each  presenting  its  own  peculiar  problems,  in¬ 
terests  and  amusements.  One  thing  is  true  of  all  kinds  of 
library  work,  the  librarian  must  know  books.  Moreover,  the 
reading  and  distributing  of  useful  and  entertaining  books  is 
a  pleasant  vocation.

It  simply  records  a  number  of  books 
coming  to  the  attention  of  the  writer  during  the  year  which 
have  made  a  favourable  impression.  This  makes  it  a  collection 
of  “preferences”. 

In  looking  over  the  fiction  of  the  year  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  women  writers  of  distinction  predominate,  although  not  all 
the  really  first-class  women  novelists  published  novels  this  year. 

Mothers,  aunts  and  other  providers  of  birthday  and  Christ¬ 
mas  gifts  for  the  younger  members  of  Queen’s  families  may  wish 
to  make  use  of  the  list  of  “Books  for  Young  Readers”  which 
completes  the  “preferences”. 

Travel,  Geography,  Social  Life 

AcKERLEY,  J.  R. - HINDOO  HOLIDAY. 

The  author,  a  young  Englishman,  went  to  India  as  private  sec¬ 
retary  to  the  Maharajah  of  a  small  native  Indian  state.  However, 
the  Maharajah  had  all  the  secretaries  he  needed,  and  his  duty 
seemed  to  be  to  talk  and  listen  to  the  Maharajah  and  in  general 
be  a  confidant.  In  this  way  he  learned  much  more  about  the 
inner  life  of  India  than  outsiders  usually  do,  and  he  tells  us 
about  it  in  a  humorous  and  intelligent  fashion  with  a  great  deal 
of  literary  skill. 

Baerlein,  H.  P.  B. — enchanted  woods  (English  title:  and 
then  to  Transylvania). 

The  author’s  travel  books  about  the  lesser  known  parts  of  Europe 
are  always  delightful, 
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Beebe,  William. — nonsuch  :  land  of  water. 

Life  in  the  waters  about  one  of  the  Bermuda  Islands,  written 
in  his  usual  style,  satisfying  alike  to  the  intellect,  the  emotions 
and  the  artistic  sense. 

Bell,  James  Mackintosh. — far  places. 

An  account  of  an  expedition  to  the  Great  Bear  and  Great  Slave 
Lake  district,  with  chapters  also  on  New  Caledonia,  Serbia, 
Jamaica  and  Albania.  Very  interesting. 

Davies,  Blodwen. — the  charm  of  Ottawa. 

Seven  hundred  copies  of  this  delightful  book  were  sold  during  the 
recent  Economic  Conference  in  Ottawa. 

Mitchell-Hedges,  F.  A. - LAND  of  wonder  and  fear. 

An  account  of  various  expeditions  into  the  jungles  of  Central  America, 
showing  the  fascination  of  the  search  for  the  unknown  and  the  lure 
of  tropical  country. 

Morton,  H.  V. — in  search  of  wales. 

Another  addition  to  this  well-known  series. 

Thomas,  Bertram. — Arabia  felix:  across  the  "empty  quar¬ 
ter"  OF  ARABIA. 

The  author  was  the  first  European  to  cross  the  Rub’  al  Khali,  a 
desert  in  Southern  Arabia.  His  account  of  the  expedition  with  obser¬ 
vations  on  its  fauna  and  flora  and  folklore  is  worthy  of  a  place  with 
Doughty,  Burton  and  Lawrence. 

Van  Loon,  H.  W. — van  loon  geography  :  the  story  of  the 

WORLD  WE  LIVE  IN. 

A  popularly  written  geography  emphasizing  the  human  interest  side. 


Biography 

Bennett,  Arnold. — journal,  1896-1910. 

Interesting  chiefly  for  the  insight  it  gives  into  the  character  of  the 
author  of  “The  Old  Wives’  Tale”. 

Benson,  E.  F. — as  we  are. 

Last  year  Mr.  Benson  published  “As  We  Were”,  which  was  one  of 
those  books  that  can  be  expected  only  once  or  twice  in  a  lifetime.  The 
sub-title  was  “A  Victorian  Peep-Show”,  and  that  is  just  what  it  was. 
With  sparkling  wit  and  shrewd  insight  he  gave  us  a  picture  of  an  age 
that  is  forever  gone,  one  that  is  being  appreciated  to-day  as  it  wasn’t 
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five,  ten,  or  twenty  years  ago.  His  memoirs  are  human  and  sympa¬ 
thetic  in  their  treatment  of  the  great  of  that  period.  This  new  book 
carries  on  the  story  to  the  present,  but  unfortunately  the  present  re¬ 
viewer  has  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  reading  it.  But  certainly  it 
will  be  interesting. 

Benson,  E.  F. — charlotte  bronte. 

Mr.  Benson’s  portrait  of  Charlotte  is  more  rounded  than  Mrs.  Gaskell’s 
in  her  “Life  of  Charlotte  Bronte”  (which  has  generally  been  con¬ 
sidered  the  standard  life),  since  the  latter  suppressed  the  harsher  fea¬ 
tures.  There  is  also  a  clear  picture  of  Emily  and  of  Branwell  who 
has  hitherto  not  had  much  attention  paid  him. 

Boleslavsici,  Richard,  and  Woodward,  Helen. — way  of  the 

LANCER. 

This  is  by  an  ex-actor  of  the  Moscow  Art  Theatre  who  was  in  the 
Polish  Lancers  during  the  war  fighting  on  the  side  of  Russia.  This 
describes  the  last  days  of  the  conflict  on  the  Russian  frontier  culmin¬ 
ating  in  the  break-up  of  the  regiment.  It  is  a  vivid  and  sometimes 
brutal  book,  but  unforgettable — an  epic  of  the  war. 

Buchan,  John. — sir  Walter  scott. 

In  this  year  of  Scott’s  centenary  it  is  fitting  that  Col.  Buchan’s  long- 
matured  study  of  the  great  novelist  should  be  published.  It  gives  a 
splendid  portrait  of  the  man,  the  historical  setting,  and  an  excellent 
criticism  of  his  work — perhaps  the  best  that  has  been  written.  The 
writing  is  lively  and  a  pleasure  to  the  nicest  literary  taste. 

Chesterton,  G.  K. — chaucer. 

A  thoroughly  interesting  study  in  the  true  Chestertonian  manner. 

Grey  Owl,  Pseud. — men  of  the  last  frontier. 

The  half-Indian,  half-Scot  author  came  to  Canada  from  New  Mexico 
twenty  years  ago.  He  has  lived  as  a  bush  Indian,  hunting,  trapping, 
fire-ranging  and  guiding,  except  for  a  period  when  he  was  at  the 
war.  His  special  work  is  the  preservation  of  the  beaver,  and  in  this  he  is 
aided  by  the  Dominion  Government. 

James,  H.  R. — mary  wollstonecraft  :  a  sketch. 

An  interesting  study  of  the  author  of  “A  Vindication  of  the  Rights  of 
Women”. 

Marie,  Grand  Duchess  of  Russia. — a  princess  in  exile. 

This  carries  on  the  story  begun  in  “The  Education  of  a  Princess”,  and 
shows  how  one  courageous  woman  re-established  herself  after  the 
ground  had  been  swept  from  under  her. 
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The  World  and  Its  Countries. 

Angell,  Sir  Norman. — unseen  assassins. 

The  supreme  assassin  according  to  the  author  is  the  spirit  of  nationalism 
which  is  rampant  in  Europe  to-day,  but  there  are  also  other  assassins  of 
peace  and  general  welfare. 

Brady,  Alexander. — Canada  (Modern  World  Series). 

Portrays  the  political,  economic,  social  and  cultural  life  of  the  country. 

Etherton,  Percy  Thomas,  and  Tiltman,  H.  H. — manchuria, 

THE  COCKPIT  OF  ASIA. 

Gives  the  background  for  the  present  situation  in  Manchuria,  and  the 
arguments  of  both  the  Chinese  and  Japanese  for  their  actions. 

Keynes,  J.  M. — essays  in  persuasion. 

These  twenty-five  articles  written  during  the  last  twelve  years  show 
only  too  clearly  that  Mr.  Keynes  is  truly  a  prophet  in  the  economic 
world.  The  policies  pursued  by  financial  and  political  leaders  are 
responsible  for  a  world  all  but  in  ruins. 

Lewisohn,  Ludwig. — expression  in  America. 

“An  interpretation  of  creative  thought  in  America,  and  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  spirit  as  expressed  in  its  literature  at  different  periods.” 

Powers,  J.  H. — years  of  tumult:  the  world  since  1918. 

An  exceedingly  useful  book  for  the  layman  since  it  summarizes  the 
national  life  of  most  of  the  countries  of  the  world  since  the  World 
War,  helping  one  to  understand  present  ills. 

RUKEYSER,  W.  A. - WORKING  FOR  THE  SOVIETS:  AN  AMERICAN 

ENGINEER  IN  RUSSIA. 

The  author  went  to  Russia  to  take  part  in  the  Five-Year  Plan  for 
aluminum.  Previous  to  this  he  had  been  connected  with  the  industry 
in  Quebec.  He  writes  technically  of  the  aluminum  industry  in  Russia, 
but  more  valuable  for  the  average  reader  are  the  pictures  he  paints  of 
Russian  life,  its  living  conditions,  its  dangers  and  its  people.  More¬ 
over  the  book  is  well  written. 

Salter,  Sir  J.  Arthur. — recovery  :  the  second  effort. 

For  ten  years  director  of  the  Economic  and  Financial  Section  of  the 
League  of  Nations,  Sir  Arthur  Salter  had  unique  opportunities  for 
analyzing  the  causes  that  have  brought  the  world  into  its  present  dis¬ 
tress,  and  for  indicating  what  should  be  done  politically,  financially 
and  commercially  to  achieve  a  new  order  of  things. 
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Salter,  Sir  Arthur;  Stamp,  Sir  Josiah;  Keynes,  J.  Maynard 
(and  others). — world's  economic  crisis,  and  the  way  of

A  discussion  of  the  present  economic  crisis  by  six  leading  British 
economists. 


Binyon,  Laurence. — collected  poems,  2  vol. 

Blunden,  E.  C. — poems,  1914-1930. 

Chesterton,  G.  K. — collected  poems. 

Macdonald,  Wilson. — flagon  of  beauty. 

A  new  volume  of  poetry  by  one  of  the  finest  of  living  poets.  “The 
Boston  Transcript”  said  of  it :  “His  is  not  merely  a  primitive  voice  ‘Out 
of  the  Wilderness’,  but  the  voice  of  a  man,  cultured  in  ancient  lore, 
keenly  aware  of  the  best  and  worst  in  modern  civilization,  whose  emo¬ 
tions  have  been  kindled  in  town  as  well  as  in  forest  .  .  .

The  first  major  work  on  a  distinctly  Canadian  etiquette.  Until  now  we 
have  followed  English  or  American  dicta,  or,  what  is  indeed  more 
usual,  a  combination  of  the  two.  This  book  attempts  to  impose  a 
Canadian  standard. 

Russell,  George  Stanley. — church  in  the  modern  world. 
Anyone  connected  with  church  work  should  not  fail  to  read  this 
thoughtful  and  courageous  book  by  the  minister  of  Deer  Park  United 
Church,  Toronto. 

Treusch  von  Buttlar-Brandenfels,  Horst. — zeppelins  over 

ENGLAND. 

The  author  tells  the  story  of  his  twenty  or  more  air  raids  in  England 
during  the  war. 
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Fiction 

Bentley,  Phyllis. — inheritance. 

The  story  of  the  rise  and  decline  of  the  weaving  industry  in  Yorkshire 
from  the  early  nineteenth  century  to  the  present  day  showing  the 
effects  of  the  major  upheavals  of  the  century  on  the  lives  of  genera¬ 
tions  of  Oldroyds,  weavers  and  mill  owners.  One  of  the  truly  fine, 
perhaps  the  finest  novel  of  the  year. 

Bridge,  Ann. — Peking  picnic. 

This  is  the  winner  of  the  third  $10,000  prize  contest  of  “The  Atlantic 
Monthly”,  the  first  one  having  been  won  by  Mazo  de  la  Roche  with 
“Jalna”,  and  the  second  one  not  being  awarded  since  the  judges  did  not 
think  the  manuscripts  sent  in  warranted  it.  Many  readers  think  this 
one  did  not  warrant  a  prize.  On  the  other  hand  some  critics  are  loud 
in  its  praise. 

Brown,  Beatrice  Curtis. — for  the  delight  of  antonio. 

A  first  novel  of  distinction,  remarkably  well  written,  with  excellent 
character  sketches  and  descriptions  of  the  Italian  countryside,  and  with 
a  refreshing  absence  of  love  interest. 

Buck,  Pearl  S. — sons. 

Those  who  found  the  reading  of  “The  Good  Earth”  by  this  author  a 
spiritual  adventure  may  hesitate  to  open  “Sons,”  which  carries  on  the 
story  of  Wang  Lung’s  three  sons,  fearing  that  it  cannot  possibly  be 
as  fundamentally  excellent  as  was  the  first  book.  But  it  is  excellent, 
though  some  readers  will  continue  to  believe  that  the  inspiration  of 
“The  Good  Earth”  cannot  be  recaptured. 

CaTHER,  WlLLA. - OBSCURE  DESTINIES. 

Three  long  short  stories  of  the  West,  somewhat  in  the  manner  of  the 
author’s  earlier  “My  Antonia”  and  “O  Pioneers”.  Miss  Cather  is  one 
of  the  finest  prose  writers  of  the  century. 

De  la  Roche,  Mazo. — lark  ascending. 

A  book  for  a  holiday  mood,  not  up  to  the  “Jalna”  standard. 

Glasgow,  Ellen. — the  sheltered  life. 

Isabel  Patterson  said  of  this,  in  a  wholly  favourable  review  in  “New 
York  Herald-Tribune .  Books” :  “This  is  perhaps  Miss  Glasgow’s 
richest  work,  a  summary  of  life  by  a  woman  who  has  observed  acutely, 
felt  and  thought  deeply,  and  wrought  herself  a  technique  adequate  for 
the  expression  of  her  experience.” 
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Golding,  Louis. — magnolia  street. 

A  long  novel  telling  of  the  fortunes  of  the  Jews  who  lived  on  one 
side  of  the  street  and  of  the  Gentiles  who  lived  on  the  other.  In 
moments  of  stress  they  became  as  one  family — at  other  times  they 
dwelt  as  apart  as  if  the  city  separated  them. 

Hull,  Helen. — heat  lightning. 

One  week  in  the  lives  of  members  of  the  “reigning”  family  of  a  mid- 
western  town. 

Macdonald,  Sheila. — sally  in  rhodesia. 

A  delightfully  amusing  story  of  the  trials  of  a  young  wife  in  Rhodesia 
as  written  in  letters  to  her  mother  in  England.  Do  not  miss  it. 

MacKail,  Denis. — david’s  day. 

Another  clean  and  humorous  tale  of  a  day  in  London. 

Mackenzie,  Compton. — our  street. 

Another  “street”  story — this  time  of  a  quiet  little  street  in  London’s 
West-end  in  Victorian  days,  as  told  by  the  boy  who  used  to  visit 
his  aunts  who  lived  there. 

Morgan,  Charles. — tpie  fountain. 

For  many  this  -will  be  the  “book  of  the  year”.  Beautiful  prose,  com¬ 
bined  with  a  story  involving  the  love  of  an  English  officer  paroled  in 
Holland  during  the  war  and  an  English  girl  who  was  the  wife  of  a 
German  officer  fighting  at  the  front,  and  their  high-minded  facing 
of  their  problem,  makes  this  one  of  the  unforgettable  novels  of  recent 
years. 

Priestly,  J.  B. — faraway. 

A  tale  of  adventure  in  South  Sea  Islands,  by  the  author  of  “The  Good 
Companions”  and  “Angel  Pavement”.  Not  as  well  constructed  as  the 
latter,  nor  as  enchanting  as  the  former. 

Rosman,  Alice  Grant. — benefits  received. 

Miss  Rosman’s  novels  are  superb  fluff.  They  are  humorous  and  have 
that  excellent  quality  of  entertaining  the  reader  without  straining  the 
mind  in  any  way ! 

Saint-Exupery,  Antoine  de. — night  flight. 

This  is  one  of  the  finest  books  of  the  year,  not  only  because  the  sub¬ 
ject  matter  (night  flying)  has  not  before  been  used  as  the  motif  of 
an  important  novel,  but  because  of  the  portrayal  of  the  character  of 
the  man  who  was  responsible  for  introducing  night  flying  into  South 
America  and  on  whose  courage  alone  depended  the  safety  of  men’s 
lives  and  the  success  of  the  venture. 
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Smith,  Lady  Eleanor. — ballerina. 

The  romantic  and  exciting  story  of  a  poor  Jewish  girl  of  London  who 
became  a  great  genius  of  the  dance. 

UNDSET,  SlGRID. — BURNING  BUSH. 

This  is  a  sequel  to  “Wild  Orchid”  and  covers  the  years  from  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  World  War  to  1925,  and  describes  the  final  steps  in 
Paul  Selmer’s  conversion  to  Catholicism,  and  his  growing  estrangement 
from  his  young  wife. 

Walpole,  Hugh. — the  fortress. 

This  carries  on  the  saga  of  the  Herries  family,  begun  in  “Rogue 
Herries”  and  continued  in  “Judith  Paris”.  It  is  a  book  like  the  others 
that  must  be  taken  at  a  leisurely  gait  to  get  the  full  flavour. 

Wharton,  Edith. — the  gods  arrive. 

In  this  sequel  to  “Hudson  River  Bracketed”  Mrs.  Wharton  continues 
the  story  of  Halo  and  Vance  in  the  faultless  prose  and  with  the  sure 
craftmanship  which  distinguish  all  her  writing. 

WODEHOUSE,  P.  G. — HOT  WATER. 

The  year’s  fiction  would  not  be  complete  without  a  volume  of  Wode- 
house’s  nonsense.

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ILIN,  M. - BLACK  AND  WHITE,  and  WHAT  TIME  IS  IT?  (Ages  8-12.) 

Translated  from  the  Russian,  these  books,  telling  of  the  development 
of  books  and  the  history  of  clocks  respectively  were  intended  for  use 
in  the  Soviet  schools.

Leaf  of  the  Lotus 

(106  Pages  and  Glossary;  Illustrated.)

Of  the  charm  and  variety  of  this  collection  of  letters,  pre¬ 
served  by  admiring  friends  at  home,  the  following  extracts  speak 
for  themselves : 


July  27,  1893. 

“.  .  .1  came  to  the  hospital  feeling  that  there  was  surely  a 
great  work  to  be  done  in  this  city  of  Indore,  and  that  the  Church 
at  home  should  unite  with  us  in  praying  for  an  outpouring  of  God’s 
Spirit  on  all  the  workers,  especially  the  Indian  Christians.  A 
European  cannot  work  in  the  places  they  can ;  they  are  so  accustomed 
to  crowding,  while  with  us  one  hour’s  teaching  under  such  circum¬ 
stances  is  sometimes  apt  to  render  us  incapable  of  efficient  work  for 
the  rest  of  the  day.  Besides,  with  their  knowledge  of  their  own 
people,  language  and  customs  they  can  do  work  that  is  quite  out  of 
the  question  for  most  of  us.  I  do  not  mean  that  Europeans  are  not 
needed — they  are,  to  plan  and  oversee ;  but  if  India  is  to  be  evangelized 
it  must  be  largely  by  her  own  people.” 

September  6,  1893. 

“It  is  evening.” 

“The  bazaar  clock  is  striking  ten — at  least,  the  man  whose  duty 
it  is  has  struck  that  hour.  (He  strikes  the  time  with  a  wooden  mallet 
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against  a  copper  disk  suspended  from  a  three-legged  stool.)  Where 
they  get  their  time  I  do  not  know ;  one  strikes,  then  another  farther 
off,  then  a  third  elsewhere,  and  often  there  is  as  much  as  fifteen  minutes 
difference  from  first  to  last.  This  is  a  strange  land  and  a  stranger 
people ;  the  longer  I  am  among  them  the  more  I  feel  that  I  shall 
never  understand  them,  so  different  are  their  ideas  from  anything  we 
can  imagine.” 

October  18,  1899. 

“Famine  is  a  reality  here  now,  something  quite  unheard  of  in 
this  part  of  India ;  and  we  are  not  suffering  alone,  for  Bombay 
Presidency,  the  Central  Provinces,  Rajputana  and  the  Punjab  are 
equally  affected.  Everything  is  burnt  black,  the  trees  alone  remaining 
green.  The  bunias  are  still  keeping  up  their  high  prices  on  the  plen¬ 
tiful  stores  of  grain,  and  the  poorer  people  cannot  buy  at  all.  Then, 
too,  people  from  other  parts  are  pouring  in,  hoping  to  find  plenty 
here — village  after  village  in  a  body,  bringing  their  cattle  and  all 
their  belongings.  And  as  they  move  along  their  little  store  steadily 
diminishes.  Hundreds  pass  here  every  day,  and  the  crying  of  hungry 
children  and  lowing  of  starving  cattle  is  most  dismal.  Add  to  that 
the  sights  we  see  daily — cattle  falling  by  the  roadside,  and  vultures 
and  jackals  tearing  the  flesh  from  the  bones  even  before  the  poor 
beasts  are  dead.” 


March  4,  1902. 

“The  work  among  the  orphans  is  most  encouraging.  I  wish  you 
could  hear  those  girls  read  their  Bibles  and  give  the  meaning  of 
what  they  have  read.  I  have  fourteen  of  the  oldest  among  them  in 
a  class  now,  and  am  going  to  try  preparing  them  for  the  Primary 
Teachers’  Examination  in  August.  I  know  that  sounds  big,  but 
when  I  give  you  an  outline  of  the  study  course  you  will  not  be  so 
surprised.  Reading  at  sight  a  passage  in  Hindi;  the  Four  Gospels; 
“Darham  Tula  ”  a  little  book  which  is  really  a  comparison  between 
Christianity  and  Hinduism ;  Shorter  Catechism,  1-38 ;  the  four  simple 
rules  of  arithmetic ;  the  parts  of  speech ;  and  the  geography  of  Central 
India.  I  know  that  is  a  very  low  standard  for  teachers,  but  any 
Christian  who  is  that  far  advanced  can  teach  her  Hindu  sisters  for 
many  a  year  to  come.” 

In  camp,  Janknauda,  November  28,  1904. 

“You  see  -we  are  on  tour.” 

“.  .  .1  had  lots  of  medical  work  in  that  place.” 

“The  next  place  I  had  even  more.  I  can  easily  understand  how 
the  Master  was  often  weary.  And  to-day,  as  if  we  were  not  tired 
enough,  we  lost  our  way  and  had  finally  to  travel  twenty  miles  instead 
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of  the  ten  called  for  in  the  plan.  But  we  manage  to  get  rest,  and 
are  happy  in  the  work.  You  know,  I  like  the  hospital  work,  I  love 
the  work  among  the  orphan  girls,  but  this  going  about  from  village 
to  village  preaching  the  gospel  and  healing  the  sick  seems  to  me  to 
be,  more  than  anything  else,  walking  in  His  footsteps.” 


January  22,  1914. 

"...  I  wish  I  could  show  you  that  village.  It  is  an  old  one, 
large,  and  dirty  beyond  description.  It  is  one  of  those  places  where 
the  people  keep  pigs.  And  such  pigs  !  They  are  very  different  from 
the  variety  at  home — nasty,  scuffling,  black  creatures,  the  scavengers 
of  the  place — and  they  multiply  very  rapidly  and  roam  at  will.  We 
had  to  walk  through  the  streets  where  the  car  could  not  be  taken, 
and  I  was  quite  afraid  of  the  beasts;  they  looked  very  fierce,  and 
some  of  them  had  long  tusks.  Once  years  ago  when  we  camped 
near  this  village  the  pigs  were  so  vicious  that  we  had  to  move  out, 
and  I  had  not  forgotten  the  fact.” 


Book-Plate  Collecting

FEW  things  exist  to-day  that  are  not  “collected”  by  some 
enthusiast.  There  are  collections  of  walking-sticks,  of 
clocks,  of  match-boxes,  of  theatre  bills,  to  say  nothing  of 
oriental  rugs,  Baxter  prints,  cloisonne  vases  or  illuminated  manu¬ 
scripts.  What  we  collect  depends  on  our  tastes  and  to  a  great 
extent  on  our  pocket-books,  and  I  shall  make  no  apology  for  my 
interest  in  book-plates.  Book-plate  collecting  is  simply  one  of 
the  delightful  bypaths  along  which  anyone  may  wander  who  is 
interested  in  books  and  their  owners. 

The  little  labels  pasted  on  the  inside  cover  of  one’s  books  to 
denote  ownership  are  almost  as  old  as  the  printed  book  itself — 
the  very  reason  for  their  existence  being  the  introduction  of 
printing.  As  soon  as  the  number  of  copies  of  a  book  multiplied 
there  had  to  be  some  way  of  indicating  ownership  and  the  most 
obvious  way  was  to  have  one’s  coat-of-arms  printed  or  engraved 
and  placed  within  the  book.  The  early  plates  were  usually 
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heraldic,  often  without  the  owner’s  name,  for  in  those  days  a 
man’s  armorial  bearings  were  as  well  known  as  his  family  name, 
and  a  coat-of-arms  might  be  recognized  by  many  who  could  not 
read  the  written  name. 

Although  book-plates  have  been  in  use  for  nearly  five  hun¬ 
dred  years  the  interest  in  collecting  them  is  comparatively  recent. 
Individual  collectors  assign  different  reasons  for  their  hobby. 
Some  are  interested  in  the  artistic  merit  of  the  plate  itself  for 
eminent  artists  have  designed  and  engraved  them.  Most  of  us 
would  treasure  even  a  book-plate  with  the  signature  of  Albrecht 
Dfirer,  or  one  bearing  the  name  of  Holbein,  Bartolozzi,  Faithorne, 
Bewick,  D.  Y.  Cameron,  G.  W.  Eve  or  E.  D.  French.  Many 
value  plates  purely  for  their  provenance  or  association,  as,  for 
example,  a  plate  of  Charles  Dickens  or  Samuel  Pepys.  Others 
are  interested  in  the  heraldry  and  are  intrigued  by  genealogical 
tracings,  but  the  majority  of  book-plate  collectors  delight  in  the 
beauty  or  interest  of  the  designs. 

Most  book-plates  bear  some  such  phrase  as  “Ex  libris”  or 
“From  the  books  of”  or  “Ex  bibliotheca”  and  from  the  frequent 
use  of  the  first  of  these  phrases  book-plates  have  become  inter¬ 
nationally  known  as  ex-libris. 

Styles  in  ex-libris  vary  from  heraldic  plates  with  heavy 
mantling  to  simple  labels,  with  or  without  decorative  borders, 
bearing  only  the  owner’s  name.  Between  these  extremes  are 
simple  armorials,  allegorical  plates,  literary  plates  (including 
library  interiors  and  book-piles),  portrait  plates,  etc.,  and  often 
collectors  specialize  and  seek  only  plates  of  a  certain  type,  or  only 
dated  plates,  or  ladies’  plates,  or  plates  of  a  particular  profession 
or  of  one  country. 

Personally  my  tastes  are  cosmopolitan  and  catholic — I  find 
book-plates  fascinating  in  themselves.  It  is  always  interesting 
to  hazard  a  guess  at  a  person’s  vocation  or  avocation  from  his 
book-plate.  In  many  physicians’  ex-libris,  for  example,  one  sees 
the  caduceus ;  some  show  a  skull  and  cross-bones,  or  retorts 
and  microscopes,  all  indicating  the  owner’s  profession.  Occas¬ 
ionally  his  avocation  or  hobby  is  suggested  also,  as  in  a  plate  of 
a  Toronto  physician  which  shows  along  with  a  skull,  a  palette 
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and  brush,  and  the  plate  is  bordered  by  arrows,  indicating  an 
interest  in  painting  and  archery.  Another  physician  has  included 
in  his  plate  not  only  chemical  apparatus,  medical  books  and  a  bust 
of  TEsculapius,  but  also  a  picture  of  Robert  Burns  at  his  plough. 
The  design  on  the  plate  of  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  is,  most  suit¬ 
ably,  a  chambered  nautilus  and  it  bears  the  motto  “Per  ampliora 
ad  altiora”. 

Ex-libris  engraved  by  E.  D.  French  are  eagerly  sought  by 
many  collectors ;  they  are  usually  somewhat  elaborate  with  a 
peculiar  richness  and  depth  of  design.  The  only  Canadian  plate 
by  this  well-known  American  engraver  is  that  of  Queen’s  Univer¬ 
sity  library.  It  shows  a  view  of  the  Old  Arts  building.  The  plate 
used  for  the  Lome  Pierce  Collection  in  the  University  library 
was  designed  for  Dr.  Pierce’s  books  by  Marjorie  Sankey  and 
adapted  for  the  collection  by  the  addition  of  the  words  “Queen’s 
University  Library”.  It  is  a  decorative  representation  of  the 
doorway  of  the  Ryerson  press. 

“Portrait”  plates  are  an  interesting  type  of  ex-libris.  Samuel 
Pepys,  although  not  perhaps  the  originator  of  the  style,  was  cer¬ 
tainly  one  of  the  first  Englishmen  to  adopt  it,  and  it  is  perhaps 
what  we  might  expect  of  him.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  of 
interest  to  note  that  the  earliest  known  mention  of  book-plates  in 
English  occurs  in  Pepys’  diary  in  1668:  “Went  to  my  plate-makers 
and  there  spent  an  hour  about  contriving  my  little  plates,  for  my 
books  of  the  King’s  yards.”  Portrait  plates  are  particularly  suit¬ 
able  for  memorial  or  gift  plates  and  are  more  frequently  used  for 
this  purpose  than  as  personal  plates.  It  is  rather  a  pity  that  this 
style  is  not  more  generally  used ;  perhaps  it  is  excess  of  modesty 
on  the  part  of  the  owner,  but  certainly  no  style  can  be  more 
interesting  to  the  collector  because  it  is  of  all  kinds  the  most 
personal. 

To  collect  only  Canadian  ex-libris  would  prove  interesting 
and  a  few  collectors  have  thus  limited  their  collection.  Although 
the  earliest  known  dated  Canadian  plate  is  1795  there  are  un¬ 
doubtedly  earlier  undated  ones  and  all  styles  are  found  among 
them.  Pictorial  plates  are  in  the  majority  among  modern  Cana¬ 
dian  plates  and  some  interesting  designs  by  Canadian  artists  are 
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found.  French-Canadian  ex-libris  are  usually  simple  name 
labels,  there  being  few  armorial  or  even  pictorial  plates  among 
them.  A  list  of  Canadian  book-plates  was  included  in  Gagnon’s 
“Essai  de  bibliographic  canadienne”  1895  and  1913,  and  in  1919 
“A  List  of  Canadian  Book-plates”  edited  by  W.  Prescott,  compiled 
by  S.  Harrod  and  M.  Ayearst,  was  published.  Hundreds  more 
could  now  be  added  to  these  lists. 

Much  could  be  written  of  the  legends  on  book-plates.  They, 
too,  vary  in  style,  ranging  from  the  doggerel  many  of  us  wrote 
in  our  books  at  school,  such  as : 

Steal  not  this  hook  for  fear  of  shame. 

For  here  you  see  the  owner’s  name. 

to  quotations  from  the  classics  and  the  Scriptures.  A  favourite 
motto  on  early  American  book-plates  was  “The  wicked  borroweth 
and  returneth  not  again”,  and  I  have  one  plate  that  bears  neither 
admonition  nor  motto,  simply  the  reference  Matthew  25 :9 — 
which  is  “Go  ye  rather  to  them  that  sell  and  buy  for  yourselves”. 

There  are  a  number  of  books  on  book-plates  that  one  will 
desire  to  possess  when  once  interested  in  ex-libris,  books  that 
give  information  about  the  history  of  plates,  their  classification, 
lists  of  plates,  etc.  There  are  also  periodicals  devoted  wholly  or 
in  part  to  the  subject,  as  well  as  the  official  publications  of 
ex-libris  societies,  English  and  foreign.  With  all  this  informa¬ 
tion  available  it  is  comparatively  easy  for  anyone  interested  to 
acquire  a  working  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

I  should  really  like  to  recommend  book-plate  collecting  as  a 
hobby,  although  I  have  not  dwelt  on  its  delights  or  the  joys  of 
discovering  a  hitherto  unknown  plate.  The  rules  of  the  game, 
if  I  may  call  it  so,  are  simple  and  once  started  a  collection  quickly 
grows — one  soon  acquires  duplicates  which  may  be  used  for  ex¬ 
change  with  other  collectors — and  there  is  always  the  joy  of 
searching  old  bookshops !  Any  one  who  does  not  love  books  will 
not  enjoy  book-plate  collecting  and  no  real  book-lover  will  re¬ 
move  a  plate  from  a  book  when  that  plate  adds  to  the  interest  of 
the  volume.  A  book-plate,  however,  is  not  in  itself  a  part  of  the 
book  and  often  its  removal  will  neither  injure  the  volume  nor 
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lower  its  value.  In  these  days  it  may  be  an  added  inducement 
to  mention  that  book-plate  collecting  is  not  an  expensive  hobby. 

[ Editor’s  Note :  The  following  verse  appeared  some  years  ago 
in  the  London,  Eng.  “Spectator”,  since  when  we  have  used  it  with 
conspicuous  success,  not  as  an  ex-libris,  but  as  a  horrid  warning  to 
those  who  use  the  indirect  method  of  acquiring  a  library.  We  pass  it 
along  in  the  hope  that  its  sphere  of  usefulness  will  be  enlarged.] 

Cursed  be  he  that  keeps  the  borrozved  book; 

On  Kruschen  posters  only  shall  he  look, 

His  morning  mail  to  circulars  shall  turn, 

And,  if  for  other  literature  he  yearn, 

To  him  shall  shop  or  bookstall  only  sell 
The  Daily  Herald  and  the  zvorks  of  Dell.

THE  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Associa¬ 
tion  was  held  Saturday,  8th  October,  in  Convocation  Hall,  Mrs. 
Young  presiding. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Birch  and  seconded  by  Miss  Dunlop  that, 
as  the  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  examined  at  the 
Executive  Meeting,  these  minutes  be  taken  as  read.  Carried. 

The  Secretary  then  read  her  report  giving  the  summary  of  work 
done  at  executive  meetings,  of  which  there  were  three  regular  and 
one  special. 

The  special  meeting  was  held  in  Principal  Fyfe’s  office  with  Dr. 
Fyfe  presiding,  when  members  of  the  Administration  Board  met  with 
the  Alumnae  Executive  to  consider  the  change  of  residence  of  the 
Dean  of  Women,  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

The  following  suggestions  were  sent  to  the  Editor  of  The  News. 

1.  That  a  place  be  made  in  The  News  for  a  list  of  Past 
Presidents  with  years  of  office ;  also  an  advertising  article  relating 
to  rates,  etc.,  of  the  Residences. 

2.  That  copies  of  The  News  be  sent  to  graduates  of  the 
previous  year  and  any  surplus  to  Ban  Righ  Hall  for  this  year’s 
graduating  class. 

Miss  Martin  in  a  report  urged  that  members  of  the  Executive 
give  all  possible  assistance  to  The  Alumnae  News. 

Copies  of  Miss  Laird’s  report  on  co-operation  with  the  Alumni 
Association  were  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Executive  and  to  the 
Branches.

Garvock  at  the  Executive  of  the  National  Council  of  Women  in 
Ottawa  in  February;  and  Mrs.  G.  S.  Young  on  the  Educational  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  National  Council,  in  connection  with  its  exhibit  in  the 
Women’s  Building  of  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition.

Nothing  to  report. 

Employment  of  Women  Students 

Mrs.  Dowsett,  as  Convener  of  this  Committee,  has  represented 
Queen’s  Alumnae  on  the  Vocations  Committee  of  the  Canadian  Fed¬ 
eration  of  University  Women  which  has  carried  on  the  vocational 
work,  meeting  regularly  at  the  University  Women’s  Club  in  Toronto, 
registering  applicants  and  filling  positions  when  possible.  At  the 
present  time  the  Committee  is  collecting  material  which  it  is  hoped 
will  be  of  definite  value — articles  by  representative  women  in  the 
various  professions  in  Canada,  statistics  relating  to  courses  of  study, 
postgraduate  work,  etc.  These  eventually  will  be  published  in 
book  form.  Mrs.  Dowsett  moved  the  adoption  of  her  report,  which 
was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Coon.

The  monthly  meetings  were  varied  in  character:  musical  pro¬ 
grammes;  a  talk  on  art  in  general  and  the  pictures  in  the  Douglas 
Library  in  particular  by  Mr.  Kyte;  a  play  “The  Weather  Breeder.”

Rogers  spoke  on  Acadia  and  Miss  Huebner,  the  German  exchange 
student,  gave  in  April  a  comparison  of  German  and  American  Uni¬ 
versities.

Co-operation  With  the  Alumni  Association 

Miss  Laird’s  report,  given  at  the  Easter  meeting,  had  been  sent 
out  to  the  branches  and  their  opinions  were  reported. 

Kingston  is  in  favour  of  maintaining  the  present  standard  of  member¬ 
ship  and  keeping  the  directory,  not  necessarily  in  the  present  form; 
is  in  favour  of  federation,  and  failing  this,  the  Alumnae  wish  to 
maintain  their  present  organization. 

Toronto  is  in  favour  of  moving  toward  some  form  of  co-operation, 
retaining  identity  and  freedom  of  action,  maintaining  standard  of 
membership  and  a  satisfactory  year  book,  including  directory. 

Ottawa  is  not  ready  to  forfeit  identity  and  wishes  to  retain  publication 
with  directory,  although  feeling  that  some  form  of  co-operation  is 
imminent. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Laird,  seconded  by  Mrs.  McRae  that 
Miss  Laird’s  report  be  accepted.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Young  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Bateman,  President  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  in  which  were  summarized  the  views  expressed 
by  different  members  of  both  organizations.  This  letter  was  not  in¬ 
tended  to  be  in  any  way  an  official  statement. 

It  wras  moved  by  Miss  Macdonnell,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Chown, 
that  we  express  ourselves  as  willing  to  enter  some  form  of  federation, 
if  one  could  be  found  which  would  meet  with  our  approval. 

Miss  Gordon,  on  the  withdrawal  of  Miss  Macdonnell’s  motion, 
moved,  seconded  by  Miss  Macdonnell,  that  the  new  Executive  appoint 
a  committee  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  co-operation  with  the 
Alumni,  conferring  to  this  end  with  members  of  that  society,  and 
that  some  form  of  federation  be  arrived  at  which  would  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  both  organizations.  Carried. 
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A  letter  was  read  from  the  University  Women’s  Club  of  Toronto 
which  promised  a  cordial  welcome  to  any  women  graduates  visiting 
in  Toronto.  A  membership  card  from  our  Association  will  admit 
graduates  not  living  in  Toronto  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Lavell,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Chown,  that  the 
date  of  the  Annual  Meeting  be  left  to  the  Executive.  Carried. 

Miss  Halliday  moved  (notice  of  motion  having  previously  been 
given)  that  the  Convener  of  the  Scholarship  Committee  be  a  member 
of  the  Executive.  This  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Foster  and  carried. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Lavell,  seconded  by  Miss  Gordon,  that 
resolutions  of  sympathy  be  sent  to  the  families  of  Miss  Gladys 
Story  and  Miss  Eliza  Fitzgerald. 

Miss  Dunlop  read  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee.  As 
there  were  no  other  nominations  for  President,  Mrs.  G.  S.  Young  was 
declared  elected.

Report  of  the  Dean  of  W  omen 

The  general  economic  depression  has  caused  a  decrease  in  the 
registration  of  women  students  at  this  university.  There  are  only  343 
women  registered  this  year  as  compared  with  393  in  1931-32.  The 
number  of  first  year  students  is  96  as  compared  with  112  last  session. 

Since  it  is  now  our  policy  to  require  all  new  students  whose 
homes  are  not  in  Kingston  and  who  are  under  twenty-five  to  live 
in  residence,  the  falling-off  of  first  year  registration  has  made  a  con¬ 
siderable  difference  to  Ban  Righ  Hall.  During  the  winter  1931-32  it 
was  necessary  for  fifteen  “freshettes”  to  live  in  specially  supervised 
rooming-houses  because  it  was  impossible  to  crowd  them  into  the 
residence  and  only  thirty-four  seniors  out  of  some  ninety  who  applied 
could  be  taken  in.  This  year  a  majority  of  the  rooms  in  the  four 
houses  were  again  kept  for  the  newcomers  but,  early  in  September, 
so  many  places  were  still  left  vacant  that  a  number  of  additional 
seniors  were  admitted.  Moreover,  students  over  twenty-five,  who 
have  for  several  years  been  excluded  from  residence  on  account  of 
lack  of  room,  have  also  been  received.  At  present  only  one  place 
in  a  double  room  in  the  Gordon  Annex  remains  unfilled  and  we 
hope  still  to  be  able  to  find  an  occupant  for  it.  We  have,  however, 
no  waiting-list  and  if  students  drop  out  during  the  session  it  will 
probably  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  replace  them.  Fortunately  all 
available  places  in  the  dining-room  have  been  taken. 
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The  summer  school  registration  also  showed  the  effects  of  the 
depression.  There  were  only  152  students  as  compared  with  274  in 
1931.  It  should  be  explained,  however,  that  this  difference  was  partly 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Ontario  Department  of  Education  did  not 
offer  Upper  School  or  Physical  Culture  courses  at  Queen’s  this  year. 
In  1931  there  were  112  women  registered  in  these  two  courses  alone. 
During  the  summer  Ban  Righ  Hall  and  the  Goodwin  House  were 
filled  but  Gordon  House  was  not  open  at  all  and  Macdonnell  House 
had  only  six  regular  students.  The  remaining  rooms  in  this  annex 
were  used  for  transients.  The  population  of  the  dining-room  varied 
in  size  but  compared  favourably  with  other  years. 

Queen’s  Summer  School  was  fortunate  in  having  as  a  member 
of  its  staff  this  season  Mr.  Eduardo  Petri,  Director  of  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  Choral  School,  New  York.  Shortly  before  the  close  of  the 
Summer  Session  Mr.  Petri  brought  forty-three  members  of  the 
Choral  School  to  Kingston  to  assist  the  Summer  School  Chorus  in 
a  public  concert.  Twenty-four  of  the  New  York  women  singers  lived 
in  the  residences,  most  of  them  in  the  Gordon  House.  Moreover,  the 
Ban  Righ  Hall  dining-room  waived  its  usual  feminine  exclusiveness 
and  allowed  nineteen  of  the  male  members  of  the  chorus  to  invade 
what  is  usually  “no  man’s  land”.  Financially  Ban  Righ  Hall  profited 
by  the  visit.  The  guests  appreciated  greatly  the  hospitality  shown 
them  by  Miss  Allan  and  the  staff  and  the  students  enjoyed  the  novelty 
of  the  situation. 

On  account  of  ill  health  Mrs.  Leadbeater  was  granted  leave  of 
absence  for  the  entire  summer.  I  myself  was  on  leave  to  continue 
my  studies  in  Germany.  During  the  Summer  School  the  residence 
was,  therefore,  in  charge  of  Miss  Allan  who  was  very  ably  assisted 
by  Miss  Spriggs. 

I  appreciate  very  much  the  permission  granted  me  by  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  of  the  Alumnae  Association  and  the  Ban  Righ  Hall  Board  to 
live  at  home  this  winter.  I  still  have  a  majority  of  my  meals  at  the 
residence  and  am  in  quite  as  close  touch  with  the  students  as  before. 
It  is  of  very  great  value  to  me,  however,  to  be  able  to  withdraw 
to  my  own  apartment  in  the  evening  and  work  at  the  preparation 
of  German  lectures  undisturbed  by  the  official  telephone  and  visits 
from  students  with  colds,  headaches,  bumps  and  bruises. 

Miss  Allan  is  occupying  my  rooms  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  and  is 
taking  charge  of  that  house.  Miss  Tett  has  been  transferred  from 
the  Macdonnell  to  the  Goodwin  Annex,  Miss  Royce  continues  in 
the  Gordon  Annex  and  Miss  Violet  Kilpatrick,  a  senior  student,  is 
in  charge  of  the  Macdonnell  Annex.  Mrs.  Leadbeater  has  returned 
to  her  post  although  she  is  not  completely  restored  to  health  and 
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strength.  Miss  Spriggs  is  assisting  her  in  addition  to  doing  the 
usual  work  in  the  Ban  Righ  Hall  Office.  I  am  very  much  pleased 
to  have  so  competent  a  staff  and  am  looking  forward  to  a  good 
winter. 

The  financial  position  of  the  residence  is  good.  The  Auditor’s 
Report  shows  a  surplus  of  $5,000  for  the  year  1931-32.  This  amount 
is  being  turned  over  to  the  University  Trustees  for  the  Residence 

Reserve  Fund  together  with  an  additional  $2,000,  an  advance  on  the 
anticipated  profits  for  the  year  1932-33.  These  amounts  will  bring 

the  total  of  the  Reserve  Fund  to  slightly  over  $40,000. 

The  new  system  of  supervision  of  the  lodging-houses  which  was 
inaugurated  last  year  has  been  a  complete  success.  The  weekly 

report  cards  sent  us  by  the  landladies  have  given  us  a  large  amount 
of  useful  information  regarding  students  with  whom  we  found  it 
difficult  to  keep  in  touch.  The  landladies  themselves  have  been 
pleased  to  have  closer  co-operation  with  us  and  to  have  us  share 
their  responsibilities.  Even  the  students  have  found  no  cause  for 
complaint.  We  have  been  able  to  place  them  in  better  homes 

than  before  and  have  secured  additional  privileges  for  them.  Much 

friction  between  landladies  and  students  has  been  eliminated.  Miss 

Allan  has  done  most  of  the  work  of  visiting  the  lodging-houses  and 
deserves  great  credit  for  the  tactful  way  in  which  she  has  solved 
the  many  problems  which  have  arisen. 

Before  I  close  my  report  I  should  like  to  ask  the  Alumnae 
Association  to  continue  this  year  the  grant  which  they  have  been 
good  enough  to  give  annually  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  successful 
professional  women  to  Kingston  to  address  the  students.  Last 
winter  the  speakers  were  Miss  True  Davidson,  formerly  Director  of 
the  Vocational  Bureau  of  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University 
Women,  Miss  Charlotte  Whitton,  Executive  Director  of  the  Canadian 
Council  on  Child  and  Family  Welfare,  Miss  Grace  Bateson,  Lecturer 
on  Cataloguing  at  the  McGill  University  Library  School,  Mrs. 
Plumptre  of  the  Toronto  Board  of  Education,  Miss  Edna  Madden 
of  the  Hollerith  Department  of  the  Confederation  Life  Assurance 
Company  of  Toronto  and  Miss  Margaret  Davis,  then  Psychologist 
on  the  staff  of  the  Ontario  Hospital,  Portsmouth.  Miss  Davis  had 
no  expenses,  Miss  Whitton  paid  the  largest  share  of  her  own,  and 
Mrs.  Plumptre’s  expenses  were  shared  by  the  Local  Council  of 
Women  of  Kingston  at  whose  luncheon  she  was  speaking  on  the 
same  day  as  at  Ban  Righ  Hall.  Even  under  these  favourable  circum¬ 
stances  the  speakers’  expenses  together  with  the  cost  of  advertising 
amounted  to  $62.97.  $25  was  contributed  by  the  Alumnae  Associa¬ 

tion  and  $25  by  the  Levana  Society.  Ban  Righ  Hall  made  up  the 
deficit  of  $12.97.  May  I  ask  you  to  give  me  at  least  the  usual  $25 
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this  year  and  if  possible  $30  or  $35.  The  lectures  are  undoubtedly 
of  real  value  to  the  students.  It  is  exceedingly  difficult,  however,  to 
keep  the  total  expenses  down  to  $10  for  each  speaker. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Alumnae  for  the  support  which  they 
have  always  given  me  and  to  ask  them  to  continue  that  support  in 
the  coming  year.

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Constitution  of  the 

Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association 

I.  Name 

The  Association  shall  be  called  “The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Associa¬ 
tion.” 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

1.  To  serve  as  a  bond  of  union  among  the  Alumnae  of  the  University. 

2.  To  initiate  and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  special  benefit  of  the  women 
students. 

3.  To  promote  the  general  interests  of  the  University. 

II.  Membership 

Members  shall  be  known  as  Honorary,  Associate  and  Active. 

1.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  on  such  persons  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Association  are  entitled  to  such  distinction.  They  shall  be  ex¬ 
empt  from  the  payment  of  dues,  but  shall  neither  vote  nor  hold  office. 

2.  Associate  members  shall  be  wives  of  the  professors  and  trustees  of  the 
University,  and  women  members  of  the  staff,  whose  names  appear  in  the 
Calendar,  and  Alumnae  of  two  years’  standing  joining  after  May,  1917.  They 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote  but  shall  not  be  eligible  for  office. 

3.  Active  members  shall  be  all  women  graduates  of  the  University 
and  all  Alumnae  of  two  years’  standing,  who  have  joined  previous  to 
May,  1917.  They  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association. 

III.  Fees 

1.  Associate  and  Active  members  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  one 
dollar. 

2.  No  member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office  whose 
fees  are  not  paid  up  to  date. 

IV.  Officers  and  Executive  Committee 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  be 
as  follows : 

(a)  President;  (b)  1st  Vice-President;  (c)  2nd  Vice-President;  (d) 
3rd  Vice-President ;  (e)  Secretary;  (f)  Treasurer;  (g)  Archivist. 

These  officers,  together  with  eight  elected  Councillors,  the  immediate 
Past  President,  the  Conveners  of  standing  committees  and  the  Presidents  of 
Branch  Alumnae  Associations,  shall  constitute  the  Executive. 

2.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive,  and  members  who 
cannot  be  present  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  proxy. 

3.  The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  and  councillors  shall  take 
place  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

4.  Nominations  shall  be  by  Committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  President, 
and  by  open  nomination. 

5.  The  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

6.  Either  President  or  Secretary  must  be  a  resident  of  Kingston. 

7.  The  election  of  the  President  must  be  held  before  the  nomination  of 
the  other  officers. 

8.  The  Levana  Society  shall  elect  one  of  the  Councillors. 
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V.  Standing  Committees 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees  : 

1.  Residence. 

2.  Representation  of  Women. 

3.  Employment  for  Women  Students  During  Vacation. 

4.  Alumnae  News. 

5.  Membership. 

6.  Scholarship. 

Such  committees  and  an  Assistant  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  fire  regular  meeting  after  the  Annual  Meeting,  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually  at 
Kingston  on  the  Saturday  before  Thanksgiving. 

2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint,  in 
writing,  a  proxy,  if  not  able  to  attend  the  meeting. 

3.  In  case  of  emergency,  or  at  the  request  of  five  members,  the  President 
shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  call  a  special  meeting. 

4.  A  meeting  shall  also  be  held  in  Toronto'  in  the  month  of  July  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  Alumnae  who  cannot  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  in  touch 
with  the  Association  (the  date  and  form  which  the  meeting  shall  take  to  be 
determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
Executive).
